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SOME COINS ATTRIBUTED TO BABYLON BY 
Dit. IMHOOF-BLUMER. 
(Son Plates 111) 


The battle of Tssos was fought, aceording to Arriun, in 
November 333 a.c. It decided the fate of Asia Minor, 
including Cilicia (Arrian, Aneb., TL, 11,10). The Satirapy of 
Cilicia and Syria, Muza, or, aa the Greeks called him, 
Matsive, had ruled there for many years almost aa an 
independent sovereign, and coined money in hisown name 
there without ahy mention of the Great King on the colus, 
He is called friend of Darins-by Diodorus, but it would 
seam that at thistime he had been displaced from the 
sutrapy of Cilicia in fayour of Arsames, anil liad apparently 
withdrawn into the other half af his Satrapy, namely 
that of Syria. With the contingent of Syrin le wus 
present at the great muster of the Persian army on tho 
plains of Babylon in the following year (Arrian, IIL. 
Paqq-). 

When Darina posted hin forces at some distance from 


_Arbela be pot Mazaios on guard on the Euphrates with 
‘Beveral thotsannid mon (id, 7, 2) On the approach of 


Alexanier he hastily withdrew. The famous battle whieh 
decided the fate of Asin, generally called the battle of 


Arbola, waa really fought at Gaugamelés on the Roumodus 
(Arian, IDL, 87, and VEO, 5), which Droysen identifies 
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with Kormetis, on the stream known m4 Hasna Tne (Geek. 
dlesanders, L., 30), Mazaios commanded the advanced 
poste of the Persian army, which retired upow the main 
body on the approach of the Macedonian army. fe 
played an effoetive part in tho battle which followed, and 
rspecially punished the Thessalian cavalry, The thtelwl 
licht, generally called the battle of Arbols, hut mom 
rightly that of Ganyamelea, took place about the Isi of 
October 841 ac, After the battle, Muzaios, who had 
fought harder than any of the Persian commanders for 
hi4 taster, threw hinwelf into Babylon, which sinc 
tho time of Darins Hystaspia had been the peal muatropuilis 
ofthe Persian world, and whith was defended by gigantic 
walls and) an intricate series of canola But such a pilanw 
nniler the conditions was really untembdle, and a prolanees! 
resixtanoe wold have meant no doubt « terrible pumiah- 
tmasnt What happend was that when Alexandor’s ariny 
tirew near, the gules were thrown Open, url the ehtizete 
came ont bering orowus of flower and rich presents, 
The Chaldean prievts, with the Persian officiala: went 
to meet the conqueror, anil Maxaivs surrendered the 
town, thi citwulel and the treasures to him. 

With tncommen prodeme and wiedom Alozondor 
nominated Mazatog Satrap of Babvlon, a8 he aimilorly 
hominaiod Mithirines, the forner Sutrap of Santis: to the 
satrapy of Armenin, and thos, as Droyren "kava, aeeupid 
the adhesion to his cause of a large number of Persints 
prindees, The post was a difficult one for a Macedonian 
to ll under any cirenmetances, anil Maxnias, whine 
uative tongue was Aramiin, closely akin to the Anima 
speech which was the language of Babylon at this time, 
und who hed milministered two diifienlt provinces fice 
many yours, wad excollinily fitted for the task, while his 
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surrender of Babylon precluded hia chance of being 
again tulen into favour if the forttmes of his late master 

Meanwhile Alexander took care ta surround him with 
a watoliful guard in case he should prove to be disloyal 
to him, Tho collection of the tnbute was asione! ty a 
Mucedonian, namely, Aselwpiedorns, A simone Mace- 
doninn garriton was placed in the citadel of Babylon 
under Agathon, the brother of Parnienion, while the 
troope in actual garrison in the sattapy were confided to 
Apollodotin of Amphipotis. (Droyse, 1,, 48). 

Arran sometimes calls Mazaios Satrap and sometimes 
Hyparch of Babylon (op. et,, 11, 16, 4, anil TV. 18, 3). 

‘He held his satrapy till his death in the year 328-7 nu, 
& good proof of the confidenow Alexander felt in him, aud 
of his prodent earear. 

According to Dr. Imhoof-Blumer,in awell known paper 
published in the seventeenth yolume of thu Nei, ith, 
Mazaios o2'Satrap of Babylon issuid-« series of coins with 
his nunie on them. This attribution to Babylon was not 
alwaye urged by Dr. Tmbhoof-Blumor. In his Mewnecer 
Grecyuet he heli » different ‘pinion about them, and it 
is to this enclier opinion of the distinguishml nomismatiat 
E propose-ty return, for the attribution of these coms to 
Babylon seems. to me to involve! eo many dificultios thyt 
it i virtually impossible. 

Peimi fare it aeoms incredible that Alexander should 
have permitted one: of his sutraps; and that a Persinn, 
and not one of his well-tried Macedonians, vot in an 
obzoure place, mt in the nétropalias af the empire, whan, 
60 for as we know, coined money was not then onrrent, to 
ietic coms in the satrap's own tama, and without uny 
referenco on them of any kind to the great conqueror. 
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This would be so nontrary to his prantice and so impru- 
dlent-that T cannot for a moment beliove it to hare eon 
~posethle, | 

_ Beconilly, the ooinsin question themsrlyes bear neither 
the name nor tho initial of Babylon on them, while ere 
are purely of Cilielan fabio, und fiave been attributed. to 

nother place by inference, snl merely beewuse they are 
sirack of the Afiia standard, 

Thirdly, these coins Inwr on them the Cilician Baal, 
who was an dnknown divinity at Kabylon, with hia namo 
duly recorded in Arumiuic cliaradters, yy! it woul antely 
have seemed among the ancients a emie milooency to 
introduce the prowindial god of Cilicia on the coinagy. of 
Babylon, where he wasamknown and unworshipped, ‘To 
puppies that a god eoulil be thus utilized ae a sort of 
private mark of tho satrap is to utterly. mistuke the 
Whole sacred meaning of tho divinity on the coinuge, To 
suppose also that the Macedonians would initiate a coinage 
in their new capital and place on it an obseure prorineial 
yeol-seome fantastic, 

Fourthly, on more than one coin with the namo. of 
Maxaics in Artumaic characters, which haa reai-hel WA, 
we havo on the obverse the Athenian type of Pallas’ 
head, which had hevome «9 well Jaown throughout 
the Greek world fram the widespread diatrilution al 
Bee Aibtsian ontinges: and which was alse fornign to 
Thaby buat. 

Instly, innsmuch as a silver coinage wag previously 
mniknown ut Babylon, as wa the Attic system of weights, 
if these coins were meant for anybody it must have been 
for the Greek carrian, who world not be able ta retiel 
imwriptions in Arunaic. 

For these overwhelming reasons I cannot agree with 
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Dr, Tmboot-Rtiumer’s attribution of these coinw to 
Babylon, and we huve to find some other explanation of 
thom. It seems to me that they wore novesaarily struck 
hefore Mazsios became Sstrap of Babylin, and while ho 
wae stil) under hia Persian overlord in Cilicia, where 
hi bad long reigned, not as an ordinary sutrap, but a2 a 
fepenient king like Maussoloe and other who wen 
allownd to strike coins: 

My oxplanstion of it is, that these esing, nnlike thoes 
which he struck fot cireulution in Cilicia itself, which 
were of another standard, were struck expressly to pay 
the Greek mervenarics, who woul be accustomed to 
eoth# of another atandard, just as a similar ovinage was 
struck to pay the same kind of eondottiert in the timo of 
Artazerses IIT, 4 T showed in a previous paper (Mh. 
Chron, 1908, p. 1 £), and just as coma of the. Phoenivian 
seaboard were similarly strook by Maxiios himself It is 
Of dure well known that Darius in his etrngele with 
Aloxaniler waa nesistod by a large Greek fleet under the 
comniond Of Moto, which gained ome snovesses, andl 
which on the death of Memnon. in 353-10, passed under 
the command of hie nephew) Pharnabazus, the son of 
Attaliaxns, who ules won some suceesses and notalily of 
Mitylene, On the death of Memon, the mercenaries 
under the command of Pharnabaxns were transported 
* to Soria ond Phoenicia (Arrian, LL, 2, 1, ans! 13, 2), 

The Great King, having on the advice of his emn- 
villors determined to march at the head of hia any 
into Asia Minor, Plarmmabazua, the dephow of Memon, to 
whom the command of the fleot had been entrusted, was 
orlered to collect as many Greek merconaries as possible 
tod to land them at Tripolis in Phoenicia, whither 
Thymondes, the son of Mentor, wis sent to tale charger 








of them: (Arrinn, Awab,, XT, 2,1; KUL; & 2; Curtins, 
IIL, 8, 1; 8,1; und 9, 2), 

At the battle of Tesos there fought on the Persian side 
80,000 of these mercenaries under the special command of 
tho Akarnaniun Bianorand the Thessallau Atistomedes. 

MM, Six wreves with considerable force that in onder to 
pay these Greek mercenaries the Satraps of Cilicia and 
Phoenicia, anil thy Satrap of Byypit, the nearest to the. 
went of wir, would be ordered to ise o enificient 
amount of coin, I would odd that, being . Ghreeks, 
thoy would be avmistomed to the ne of ovine of 
Attic weight, and would next therefore a special isene 
‘of coins of that weight; and T would trge; as M. Bix 
fiid, that the explanation of the mouey of Musaing of 
Attic weight is that it was issued to poy the Greek 
mercenaries of Dariua-whilo Muzaios still lind authority 
in Syria. | 

Theat coins are directly copied from the issues of 
‘Persio standard mado by the same satrap in Cilinia, as 
ig universally admitted, The sntityja of. our caine, 
svumberod G1 in the eatalogne of the coins of Tarsns by 
Mr. Hill, is represented in Pl. ZL, 1, af the present’ 
paper. The two special featutes of it ure that Baal 
holds the lotus-heuded seeptm af arm's length, and has 
his two feet uncrossed, the right foot Leing a little 
dn advance of the other, while the Jeft urm is partly - 
éavered with the himation, with the hand resting on the 
hip. The tion on tlie reverse is walking on # flat surface. 
Tn all these respects, and in having no Greek lotters or 
symbols in the tield, we haye a coin of Attic standard in 
the LAL from the Montag collection, wuighing 265 gra. 
[Fl.L, 2]. A similar coin is in the French collection 
(Babelon, Peres Achim. No. 255), and weighs [7 erma, 20.

Another specimen of this com. ts: figured by De Luynes 
from his own collection (Num, des Satrapes, ete, Pl. X23), 
and weighs 16: gros 30, De Linynes hiw rend the 
letter K between tho lion's legs. I believe it to. bu 
merelya defect in the enin;. sach defeots neour in othors. 
Tt would be qnite a unique thing to find a letter in such 
‘® position and not in the exergue, where it always occurs. 
A variety of the game coin represents the lion walking on 
Whit looks like m serpent, but which M. Babelan thinks. is 
i mete smnons line foshow broken ground ( Babelon, 252). 
[t weighs 17 grma.20 [deo PLY, 3]. De Luynes figures 
a similar coin from the Vienna vollection, weighing 
Lf) orm 73, and another from: his own, weighing 
17 gemma, 00 (see De Laynes, DX., 20, 21), Similar coins 
of the ordinury Cilictan standard aleo occur with this 
Kinuows @ronnd line (Hill, Cat, PL XXXL, 6,1). Another 
form of this coin hos the same type on the obverse and 
reverse, but haga wreath in the exergue onder the 
lien. The specimen in the Museum weighs 264+) gra. 
fete PL WL, 4). A similar specimen in the French 
collection weighs 17 grma. 1) (see Babelon, Porvs 
* Achdms.,. 284, Fl, VT., 21). 

All these Attic coins. have, like their prototypes of 
Cilician standard, Arwunic togends on both sides repre- 
senting the numes Muzaios and Baaltars, In reyard to 
thom De Larynes hos same judicious remarks, He says 
the weight of the coins at Tarsus changes at this time, 
Cilician money, Legends also become very Hlefestive, 
especiilly that on the obverse representing the name 
Baaltors, while that on the other side remains quite good, 
‘The outline of the coins algo becomes very irregular, 
On No, 20, Plute EX., the word 4 Gy has beoume very 
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careless, and on No. 24 the n af min is formed almout 
like ¥ (op. eit. 60). 

_ LE ought here to insert three coins of quite a different 
type, but also derived as to their legend from those above 
mentioned, They were probably also issued by Mazalos 
or under his influence before be wont to Babylon, and to 
pay other contingents of the sume troopa Thesn coins 
ure ipitations of Athenian totmdrachms, atid also Consist 
Gf mire than one vuriety.

In-front of the owl is the numb of Mazaivs in Aramaic 
letters: and © in the feld (the meaning of which f do not 
know); weight 249-2 ars, ‘The provenance of this coin is 
unknown It is curiona that while M. Six attributes this 
and other coins af the class to.an eastern mint, Dr. Lahoot- 
Blamer does not refer to them at all in-his paper. Itseems 
incredible to me that Alexander shonld linve permitted 
Mazaios ti issue euch coins in hiv lifetime, and the fact 
of there existing such very divergent types with his 
nome.on then), viz: imitations if the coins af Athens mtd * 
Tarsus, points to their issue having been to mect a special 
emergency, LU. A second specimon has a more curelias 
bust of Athene on the obverse, and haa in addition to the 
mime of Mazains on the reverse the symbol ¢] which, 
av Mz, Hoeud says, is very like a Himynritic letter, Th 
weighs 16 grma. 05, and passed from the Imbhoof-Blioner 
collection into the Berlin Museum. It is well figured] 
by Im-BL, Cheix, Pi. V.. No. 277 [aoc PL 1, 61, 
This coin came from near Tebris in Persia. Tt is: 
interesting nud temarkahle fer out purpose that it 
should have occurred with voins of Cilicia, homely, of 
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Mallos, Tirihazes, Datames, ete,, as well as with coins from 
uther pluces, and | quite agree with Dr, Imboof-Blumer 
when hesays: “Tl funt'se garlur de faire dépendre dit liew 
de provenance seal, l'attribution de monnaies incertaines" 
(Mann, Groeguea, 3), o70) FELLA third specimen, differing: 
somewhat in style, ia ropresented in the Tritiah Museum 
bya cast. Uta obverse has the hewdl of Pallas as on the 
previous coins, but of a somewhat flatter fabric. On the 
reverse besiile the alive leaves and crescent to the left of 
the owl we have remains of the name of Mazalos with 
the same enigmatic symbol (Pa Himyaritic letter) as on 
the last coin (7, and the litters €y [PL 1, 7], the 
explanation of which I do not see my way to suggest. 
What is cloar t that these coins have nothing to do with 
Babylon, 

Itis curious and aggestive that after 1 had written 
the foreroing remurks T founil that Mr. Head, in dis- 
cussing the first of the lust three deseribed coins, hail 
come to the same conclusion as myself about it, He 
says of itr “These copies of Attic tetradracluma were 
probably issned for the payment of the Greek and other 
mervenary troops raised by Muzaios during the. final 
efforts-of the Persians to resist tle advance of Alex- 
onder” (Hid. Num, p. 016). T would in fact extend this 
excellent convinsion tothe whole series above-described. 
A farther confirmation of this canelusion ia to be found 
itt a fetier of coins first published and elucidated by 
M. Bix (geo Nim. Chr, 1388, p. 152, ofe.), also copies 
if the ame Atheninn tetradrachme, alao of Attio weiglit 
anil containing Arammie ingeriptions, three of which were 
side tp ha and one uf Heyront. M. Six has dis- 
‘eed the legend on these coins, of which he desuribes 
hine examples (ih, 193), 1 figure one from the British 


Musenm (PLT, 8]. In addition to thé name jt baw a 
ereseont and fulmen in the field. ML Six ads the inserip- 
jat on thent as Sevikhos or Schikhos,and very ingeniously 
angus that this poron was no Other thin the Sulaktes 
abakes who, according tw <Arriun and Curtins 
(Arian TL, 1,1; Ourting UE, 1,10 and IV. 1, 23))waa 
Batrap. of Egypt, aul was killed ot the huttle of Teas, 
fi is Ite eorrupted his uame into Tasinke. As M. Six 
euyr, the style of the coins i# precisely like: that of the 
Athenian tetradmeluns, whith Mr. Heil dates before 
#22 9,0. 0nd he ngrees that they formed putt of the same 
issue, and are explained by the same circumstances ne that 
of the Attic coinage of Maznios alrowdy mentioned, samel ys 
the payment of the Greek mercenaries of Daring. MSix 
angnes that this last pories wae probubly struck at Tripolis, 
whore there waa no doubt » considerable mint, and was 
struck hurriedly. This is eoniimmed by the fact that 
while their types ire good the inscriptions on somo of the 
coins arm barely legible, As ML Six ays, “La Myonde, 
tracts d'aburd an carsctéres tris higuliers ot bien forma, 
dovient 4 la fin si cursive qu'elle n‘est lisiblo qu’en [q 
comparant & celle des dinitesions antisienres " (op. e4., 188 
aml 134), On twoof then coing in additive to that of 
Sebikhes are two other names, read by ML Six aa SS: of 
sso und p> (?),and he suggests they are the numes af the 
pavasties whose duty it wae actually to pay the mercons 
uries (td., 157), 

Let us tow turn to some other coins with the same 
type of Baal wm them, bot having no legends und 
only marked by eymbals. They also haye a somewhat 
diffvrent form of fion, with his head more erect and his 
tail held somewhat aloft. One of these which I recently 
gave to tho British Muswum has a spour-load over the lion. 
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ft weighs 204°G-gra. [Pl L, 8], It is of very Inmpy 
fabric, and the silver looks base, like many others of 
‘these coins, which nooounts for so many of them having 
chisel enta t teat their purity, .A similar coin is in 
the Berlin collection, and is sue hy Imboof-Blumer, 
Nam. Zeit, SSVI, FM, Ly 2 ‘This also thos w Iance- 
heal inthe Held above the An. Another, also with 
te same type of Beal, the lion's head being held 
very high, is Ieured by De Luynes from the Vienun 
‘eollection (op, eit, PIL EX..17). 1 weighs 16 yrma. 04, and 
‘hus athunderbolt over the liom ‘The thunderbolt wns 
é widely spread badyo, A third twtradeiechm, which 
7 have aley piven to tho Britiah Museum, has the same 
type of Baal, and hos no symbol or letter om it, but has 
the unique feature thet the lion is tarnel the reverse 
way, Itweighs 256 ers. and is of very mde lumpy fubrie, 
anil also somewhat base [see PL 1,10]. There is a-emall 
coil in the’ Britiah Musewm, weighing’ 10°6 gra, and 
with the same types as the tetrubrachm above-mentioned 
[PLL 11), whieh also bisa lance-head above the liom 
T cannot #e any reaem whatever for attributing coms 
either with a fulmen ota lance-head to Babylon or to 
Maunioa. 

Det na now tum to another set of coms, some of which 
have heen attributed to Mazaios as Satrap of Babylon by 
Dr. Imbhoof-lumer, nomely cortam doubla darics., The 
dontie diaries have afforded a great deal of matter for 
discussion, I am_of opinion that they were, like thecoins 
Jost mentionod, issned for the first time for the payment 
ol the sune (Greek merconaries, and that they luau Literally 
nothing to do.with Babylon. 

The fact that mout of the so-called double darica have 
Greek letters, monograms or symbols un them long ago 
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led Mr. Heal to the conolusion that they moat have 
heen issued about the time of ar after the ecampaigay of 
wander. In this view I think every one will now 
eoncur. 

In meard tu the significance of the provmmance of the 
ebins 6 chanced of opinion has in fecent years arisen from 
the fret that several of these double darica have ¢ome from 
India, whones they have been sent to Enrope by the well 
known desler Chonda Mall. This fict must le remembered 
in thore than one aspect. Tt would appear that in the first 
place the double dorics which have been gent from India 
were not found there, and lave never beon so founil, and 
ancondly that the fow of then which I-would accept as 
genuine were in all probability all derived from one 
hour feun(l near the Oxns, and this find dhonld enint 
ee one find, against several individual finds elsawliere, 
and notably in Agia Minor, and that this: hoard is thers- 
fure no guide to the origin of the doulile daries, but 
amly evidence of the wide-spread character of Greek 
enterprise or of tho potency of barbarous raids in 
early times | 

Tt would be prima foot almogt incredible that Alex- 
under, one of whose greatest reforme and changes was tie 
pepiheesnent of the ovine with local types by money struck 
an bia own name, should have permitted one of his satrapa 
‘40 initiate aw gold estou in Babylon, the capital of his 
ettipire, with the representation of the Persian Mine whotn 
he had defeuted nponit, Asis well kuown, it was aE R th 
mortal offen, both among the Persians and the Greeks, 
for a subject to issue gold coins except in his master's 
name, and in initiating a coinsge at Babylon Alexander 
wortalal ussured ly live dione =o with coins if very different 
pattern. In nsing this langunge I am postnolating that 
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in Alewanilor’s tite coins wore issued ot Babylon, but of 
‘this again we have no evidence, Al] the evidence paints 


to the darics and double darics having been ivsacd in tho 


‘west, und especially in Asia Minor, where a cold und 


electrum coinage hind been in use from very carly times, 
and where it had been continued, with the snlstitntion 
ofthe figure of the Great King in place of the various 
typeson the oarly autonomous cojna of Lydia anil the 
Greek seabosrd of Asia Minor,

What is troe of the datic is true also of the double 
durin or double atater, 

There is not o tittle of evidenen known to me that the 
one any more than the other was current in ihe ast 
of the empire when Alexander conjuered it. How strange 
if the Macedonians m making Babylon their eastern 
capital should lave initiated a gold coinage there with 
coing haying on them the (are of the Persian king whom 
they had dethroned and driven out, instead of beginning 
it with the glorified portrait of their great ler, On 
the other hand it would not be unnatural for them to 
contime- coining money with thisiigure on it in districts. 
whore the Jarics had made it familiar and hol o great 
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reputation for purity and high standard, just os it 
Was etistomary to coin imitations of Athenian tetra- 
dmehms for the same reason. I cannot avoid tho 
eontlasion in fact that the dontile daries, like the daries, 
‘wd nothing whatever to do with Babylon. or the east of 
the «mpire, but were limited in their jesno to aksia Minor 
and Syria, and were there wmployed to pay the feeta and 
tho hire! troops which had long been asenatamed to 
ving of similar fabric, Whether any of the double 
dagics were struck in Aloxander's own Jifetinie ar not J 
do net know, but it is « rather strange fict, referred to 
by Mr. Hill in his Catafogna: of the Coins of Cilicia, 
that the grout city and commercial centro of Tarsus, 
which was probubly the headqnarters of the floei 
in the Easter Moditerranean, should not have ieanod 
coitia of Alexander's well known type with the head of 
Herneles in the Hon’s akin. I think it yery probable 
that it continued to stnke money onthe oli types, 
ond iat this accounts for the series of silver coins 
of Attic weight imitating those of Mazaios, whose 
capital city it was for so long (and to which T alwll 
presently refer), ond that it also possibly struck double 
duties; moroiver, it is. possible, although we hava no 
direct evidence of the fact, that the donhle darirs 
assigned by Dr. Imhoof-Digmer bo Marios were strock 
feth in Cilicia und Syria, Tho evidence against their 
having been struck at Babylon seems quite ovtrwhelming, 
T-will wey o fow words only om the double daries 
actually assigned (o Mazuios by Dr. Imboof-Blomer, 
Thoy have heen genorally discussed on the suppo- 
sition that the eoina in question ore all or most of 
them genuine, Of thie 1 am by no means assured: Tho 
dealer Chanda Mall dealt largely in voina of doubtfnl 
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wuthenticity, and it is certainly romarknble that on 
several doable daries bonght from him wo see 
teverse ao entirely difforent in character fram all tho 
ftouses know on either the donble dariecs or darica, of 4 
different provenance, I have the gravest doubt about 
tem. Among them fs « coin to be presently reformed 
toapon whith « great deal of deduction has been hung.

The two 00 are the sume letters which ocout 
as initials of Evagores and are found on his silver 
eoins struck at Sidon, pointing to this com haying 
heen struck in Phoeniclan. Whoet is more interesting 
4s to find that they occur on one of the coins above 
qmentioned, attributed by M. Six: to tho issne mode by 
tle Egyptison satmsp Sebel for the payment of the 
Greeks in the Great King’s service, This is not all. The 
guriowa character J which oeents on the double darie 
in the Freuch collection above-mentionel ia found 
frequently on the coins of Ptolemy Soter, bringing 
this coin again into the west, while eo far as we can 
eco it haa nothing to do with Babylon. So aléo does 
the club of Heracles, which occurs on coins of the 
mourn leirier- 

The utter M has similarly no connection known 
fo me with Babylon, but in all protubility stands for 
Marathus or Mallus, if if dees not represent a personal 
name. 

With other coins with the same letter it hae apparently 
Leen attributed by Dr. bmbioof- Blumer to Balielon 
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hecanse some coins of Alexander with the figure of Zeus 
Astophoros, with the legs uncroused and bearing the same 
lotter, and in soma cases u yictor’s crown, had heen 
alreaily attributed by him to Babylon, on what seem to 
me quite inadequate grounds. 

Dr. Imhoof-Blaomer has referred to this clues « 
déecadmehm, tetradrachin and rach, all bearing the 
monogram [fj and each with the letter m ‘either 
below’ the chair of Zeus or on the field, I fizure 
féverseg of all thease from tha Britis) Museum, weighing 
respectively 632°2 grs,[ PL. 1, 18 |, 269 pra: [PL £19], 
and 180°S prs.

What connection thers is ar can he suggested between 
these coing of Alexander the Great and Babylon I do 
not know, Neither the monogrion. nor the letter M has 
any reference to Babylon, of can justify Dr. Tmhoof- 
Blumer's calling then «Die Alexander-miinzen, baby- 
lonisehe Prigung " (op. cit,, 4), 

There is no doubt that two of three specimens 
Of the decadrachm wore found ut Niffur in’ Baby- 
tonia,. just as other vary lntge silver coins of conti- 
nentul Greece have also been found in Babylonia :. birt 
these ate quite exceptional, and the provenance of the 
great musé of the coins of this type is different. 
Miller refers t0 « Jorge onmber, from decadruchms 
downwards, many of them with yaricta aymbols on 
them, w= well as the monogram in question and the 
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Jettar M (op. cit. 607-708), and attributes them. 
“apparently without. hesitation ta Macedonia, Three wid 
Thessaly, Whiy the whole of this series is not sttrt- 
buted to Babylon by Dr, Tmboof-Blumer I do not 
know, T onght to state that in the British Musenm 
there id a gold stater with the same monogram anil 
letter on the reverse, and weighing 152+0 gre, [see 
Pl. IL, 4]. 

In his Hidoria Numoram, p. 198, Mr. Head, speaking 
of «Alexander's silyer money, says: “ Decadrmchmes nlic 
exist, but are of great rarity; didrachms, triobols and 
obols oecur somewhut more frequently. All eutne of these 
wanenal denominations appear to te af Syria origin,” 
T confess tho attribotion of them to Babylon seems to 
me to bt extremely arbitrary. It also increases the diff- 
oulty of Dr. Imhoof-Glumers contention, for it. involves 
there having been issusd concurrently at Babylon 
two sete of silver coins, with entirely distinc! types, one 
iamued by the imperial authority and with Alexander's 
glorified portrait on it, and the othor with Cilicinn 
types and the name of the Persian satrap, a condition 
af things which seems to me quite incredible, and 
still more incredible that the satrap should hove 
igeued gold coins and the great Macedonian only 
silver ones. ‘The M on the coins: in question may repre- 
ent Maollus or Marathws, but it canned le twisted into 
the initial of Babylon. 

Se much forthe coins attributed to Mazaics as Satrap 
af Babylon by Dr. Imhoof-Blumer.. IT think I have 
proved that there are no valid grounds for such an 
attri lation. 

Having assigned certain coins to Maxaios ns Fatrap of 
Babylon Dr. Imhoof-Blumer goes on to attribute » number 
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of othors to Stamenes, who was appointed aatrap there hy 
Alexuodér himself on the death of Mazaios in the winterof 
025-7 B.c, (Arrian, TV. 18,0). Stamanns ix not mentioned 
ogi, pointing to his having been & mure ur less olecute 
peresn, nor do wo know whether he remained satrap 
until Alexander's death in $23, but it is probable that 
he did-tiot do 40, for when the famous Council was 
summoned by Perliceus directly after that event, to 
docide who was to sudeced to the vacant throne and 
how the empire was to be administered, the satrapy of 
Babylon was given to Archon (Diodorus, <VIIL, 1), and 
nothing whatever is said wbout Stamens, 

Tt ie to this mere shadow, who only held authority 
during the short remnant of Alexander's raign, that Dr, 
Tmhoof-Blumer attributes certain ¢oins, both in gold and 
silver, on what stem to me insnificient grounds, It i 
possible, perhaps, to unge thut Mazaios, in tuking ape now 
eatrapy, might have transferred the god of his old one 
(Cilicia) to his new country. It seems incredible, however, 
that this should have Leen continued by his successors for 
twenty-live years or more, and, further, that they should 
havecontinued to issue coins at Babylon of quite a foreign 
fabric and ontirely differing from the rest of the cdituge 
of the Greek world. ~None of them bear either the name 
orthe titial or any emblem of Babylon, and none of them 
bear the unquestionable name or initial of any satrap of 
Babylon, ‘The attribution of them to Babylon seems in 
fact to mo to | quite arbitrary, and would not have 
een accepted if it had not been poblished under a name 
of such great anthority as that of Dr. Imboof-Blumer. 
‘The only plausible reason of any kind for doing 
‘so is the fact that ona double daric in the British 
Museum, which came from the very suspicious hands of

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Chanda Mall, the reverse of which seems to me, as to 
others, better judges than myself, to be most suspicious, 
jaee PL IL, 5], we have behind the Great King's 
fizure the letters =TA and below the figure, the letters 
Mua and in front of it the letters 

Nr. Imbhool-Blamer has combined the two separated 
syllables ETA and MNA and read them into Stamenes 
Let ue for ihe moment treat the eoin us above auspicion. 
What « paradox it becomes! What (Greek would write 
the name Stamenes in this way? It is quite.an impos- 
aible Greek orthorraphy for the name. Where sgalin— 

‘and 1 would bid my readers not troxt my description 
but look at the figure of the-coin—where, I say, can we 
flod« Greek nume broken wp in thie apecially incoherent 
way on @ coin? 

‘How strange that it should stand alone, that on no 
other double duric have wo any inscription. beyond a 
letter ot © Monogram, and that this coin ehonld hats 
eome from the suspectet] hands of Chanda Mall and 
should have the peculiar reverse type characteristic of 
other double daries purchased from him, 

Lastly, Dr. Imboof-Dlumer in realing the sy[ables hn 
overlooked the two dots preceding the ETA which should 
clearly have a meaning, but which are quite meaningless 
if the syllables wre to be read ws Stamenes {see p. 38), 
Not, ogain, can we attribute any meaning: to, the 
double letter if the coin is Babylonian (vide infra). 
We must remember that the hypothesis that the two 

syllables stand for Stamenes is quite o tecent one. 
An older theory, which, if not a complete explanation, 
is & great deal more plausible, is that suggested by Mr. 
Heal in his Hist. Num., scoording to which the inseription 
stands for “ Two staters one mina ”.(: ETA [=] MNA), with 
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‘the meaning that two of these donble darics, if we take 
the exchange of the time at 15 to 1, are equivalent to 
one Attio mina of 6,750 grains of silver, This accounts 
fir the dota os wall aa the syllables (see Hist. Num., 
p- 701). To this it has been answered that we have no 
@vidences that the daric was ever ealled a stater, and that 
the statement in question of the equivalence of two 
dtiters and a mina would be elumsily expressed by 
the two syllabies. For myself, 1 look upon theses 
dificulties as further proofs that the coin is not to be 
trusted ag evidence, but is a epecimen of one of the 
ingenious—very ingenions—productions of an Indian 
forger, who from other feats 1 cannot help thinking has 
been assisted by a person of greater literary gifts than 
Under any circumstances I think the confection of 
this coin from Indin with the ephemeral satmp of far- 
off Babylon quite fantastic and impossible, and with tts 
disappearance disappears also the emullest fragment of 
evidence for attribating certain other coms to Stamens 
a4 Satrap of Babylon as Dr. Imhoof-Blumer does, - Among 
them he places some doable daries like those he had 
already attriluted to Maznios (* Doppeldarciken wie in 
Gruppe L."), on what grounds he does wot say. IT have 
nothing to add to what I said of these latter, They 
seem to me to be attributed to Babylon quite arbitrarily. 

Let us now tum to the silver coins assigned by 
Dr. Tmhoof-Blumer to Stamenes and his successor 96 
Eatraps of Babylon. 

The series of silyer coins with Cilician types with the 
name of Miwsios are, aa I have shewn, continued hy 
another series with the same types which are for the 
most part auepigraphic. This series differs also in the 
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way that Baal is ropreeeited, Instead of holding the 
lotusheaded seeptre at full arm's length, hie right arm 
is \ent at the elbow at a right angle, end the 
sooptre ta nocondingly half hidden behind his - 

Tho left arm ta bere, and the left hand resta on’ 
throue msteal of on the hip, Lastly, the left foiit 
of the god is put over the right one. This form of the 
Baal oleirly euceeeded the previous one, ad Dr. Imhoof- 
Blumer has urged, and itis curious that the same change 
in the pose of the figure of Zeus should be followed by 
sertain tetralrchbms of Philip Arrhidanus with Alex- 
ander'’s types, and certain other eoitisinseribed Alexatlee, 
and which wero doubtless issued by Alexander Acrus 
(seo Imboof-Blamer, op, e,, Tl. L, 14,16, and 16), and 
were not part of Alexanter the Greate own issue. The 
first of théze coins I would mention, with the second type 
of Baal oy one side and the lian on the other, and of Attic 
weight, ia in the possession of MM. Rollin and Fenardent, 
On the lion side of the coin there is:no inseription an the 
flald, 80 that the nome of Mazuios does not secur on it, 
On the obverse, however, the word Baaltare oconrs, but 
written in a curiously rude way [see PL H., 6]. This is 
the only eoin of Attic standard with this type of Baal 
and inscribed in Aramaic letters known to me, and it 
points, as do other facta, to there hiving been ‘some 
overlap in the two series of coins. 

Turning from the mecribed to the uninseribed geries 
ef this type we have first coins without any letters or 
symbols of any kind on them. Of these I figure a 
tetradrachm weighing 204°5 gra. [Pl IL, 7]. Thera iz 
ales a diachm, apparently of base metal, weighing 
68°60 pre. 

We next bave certain coins with the same form of 
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Baal but with symbols or lettens in the field. Dr, Imhoof- 
Blumer assigns coins of this type with o lance-head, a 
fulmen or the latter N,.to Stamenes. 

Of the first class there is a tetradrachm in the 
British Museum, of hase metal, having on the reverse a 
lance-head in the Held, and under the lion an | The 
lion has his head erect and his tail also lifted up.

in ia in Paria [see PL IL, 10], | 

Lastly, we have a coin in the French collection 
(Babelon, 203), with » fulmen above: the lion and the 
letter 1 undwur the throneof Baal, It weighs 14 grms, 35 
[sen PL IL, 11). 

All these coins Dr. Imboof- Blumer assigns to Stamenes 
an Satrap of Babylon. 

The jetter 7) has nothing to ilo sither with Stamenes 
or with Babylon, nor, 80 far as T know, has etther the 
fulmen og: the lance-head. These symbole ovcur on 
other coins, bat I kmow of no evidence for attributing 
them to Babylon, much less te ita quite ephemeral satrap 
Stamenes. he letter | in the exergue of one of thee 
ecing seema assignable to Issos, and the letter M oceurs 
on another coin of this series, marked by the Seleuc "dan 
anchor; and also ocours frequently on the coins. of 
Piolomy Soter. Mr, Poole suggests that these latter coins 
were minted in Cypria, and are assignable to Paphos. 
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fn regurd to the thunderbolt it is a widely distributed 
badge. These facts make it possible that the coina in 
question were issued daring Ptolemy's dominion over 
Phooenicin, Cyprus, or Asia Minor, 

Let 1s now move on to anothor series of coins, ales 
aitribated by Dr, Inhoof-Binmer to Babylon. 

These he assigns to the satrap Arehon, son of Olinias, 
who, a8 we have seem, sicceeded Stamenes, but only 
Temained in office for the short time that intervened 
until the death of Perdiross, namely, from 023-821 pio. 
In the latter year Antipater, who sucoeeded to Pardioons’ 
authority, beld a conferance at Triparadeisos, where he 
rearrange! the satrapies and conferred that of Babylon 
upon Seloukos, the son of Antiochos, so that Arehan 
barely reigned two years in the most obscure fazhion,. It 
seams to me os plain aa can be that the coins attributed 
to him had nothing to do with Babylon, but were meant 
to ciroulate elsewhere, 

Dy. Imhoof-Blumer assigns to Archon, ag Satrap of 
Babylon, certain double darics and darirs with the 
monograma anid letters AY -M.- or A(=AY).M - und 
some tetradrachms and drachma, also of tho Cilician 
type, with the characters Ay -ay M-A M. 

Before disoussing these coins let us refer in a para- 
grsph or two to the events which followed Alexander’ 
death. The preat conqueror, when he died. in May 
or June 323 no, left no instructions. about his 
successor, nor was there any definite scheme of anoces- 
sion which was free from difficulty. There was a 
youthful zon of Alexander, Heracles, born of Barsina, 
the widow of Memnon, but Barsina had never passed a 
Alexander's wifo, and sho lived pt Pergamos, with her 
on, virtually in seclusiun (Drogsen, Fr, ei, 7), 
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* ‘The legitimate wives of Alexunder were Roxana 
and “Statira, Torani was énceinte and expected to 
have @ chiki in the course of three months, This 
ehild's mother waa not-e Macedonian bot a Bactrian 
and o foreigner Statira had no child at all, On the 
other hand, the only remaining mala representative of 
the Macedonian royal stock wes Arrhidaens, who was 
at Dibylon when Alexander died. He was Alexander's 
half-brother, but waa a bastard whom Philip had hnd 
by Philine, a Theesalian dancing girl, and he was but 
half-witted (Droyen, op. ef, Fr. ed, I, 7, and 8). 

After a dangerons fend between the chiefs and the 
army it was decided that Arrhidacus ahould be accepted 
a Alexander's miccessor, with the tithe of Philip the 
Third, and that if Hoxana’a child, when born, should be 
a boy, be should bo in some way associated with him. 

Roxana presently gave birth to 4 boy, who was 
acclaimed by the army under the name of Alexander. 
I doubt, however, whether the child Alexander was really 
treated as a joint ruler in the more important funotions 
of government, for instance, In regard to the coinage, 
for it seema to me that from the year 323 #0, until 
his death in 316 no. Philip Arrhidasus was the nominal 
Tuler of the Macedontan world, and that the coinage of 
the empire waa struck in his name, while Alexander's 
coinage commenced only on the death of Philip, This 
soema to follow from the Egyptian issues. 

Tt seems pluin, however, that from the year 32! 
to $115.0, the coinsof the Macedonian world wore issued 
by the anthority and in the name of the two kings 
successively, 

We are now in a position to discuss tho coins with 
the lotivrs AY ete, on them. They consist of double and 
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single daries and aise of silver coins. Some of the 
latter are undoubtedly to be attributed to Philip 
Arhidieus and Alexander Acgus. 

A double daric, figured by Dr. Imloof-Blumer, Num. 
Beit. 1595 (Plate 1,9) has simply Av behind the royul 


Another hus AY behind the archer, with an M in 
front of him. It is referred to by M. Babelon in his 
Hist of varieties of double duries (see Cut. Perses Achem., 
p. xix.), 

M. Babelon refors to two daries, the only ones 
which bear Greek letters, one of thom in the French 
collection, No, 120, with the letters AY and M [eee 
Pi, I, 22], the other deseribed by Dr. Imhoof-Blumer, 
Mownates Greeques, with the AY in monoyram, thua A, 
and alec with an M in the field. This*poiuts to the 
two forms being Im essence replicas of the same imitials 
of Lycian. 

The gilver coins with the came letters follow the same 
type as the coins of Mazsios, with the Cilician. Baal on 
one side and the walling lion on the other. 

Among the coins of Philip Arrhidaeus, attributed hy 
Miiller to Lycia, i# a gold stater (Muller, Plate XA VIL, 
No, 96) with AY before the igure of the Victory, and ne 
other letter. ts provenance I do not know, but the letters 
AY seem to me ‘to quite support Millers attribution. 
Three other states of Philip in the British Museum 
have the letters AY before the feet of Nike. On these 
three eoins we olso have the letter M. On two tho M is 
placed below the wreath held by Nike [see PL IL, 14], 
and in the other below the figtre of the goddess 
[ Pi. IL, 13). Tn one of the two just nameil the letter M 
is repented on the obverse behind the bead of Athone 
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[wwe PL I, 15]. The two former coins, which weigh 
132-2 gra andl 131-0 gra, were obtained from Sir 
R. H. Lang, anil doubtless came from the great 
Cyprus howd. he third weighs 152-6 gre, The 
finding of two of these siaters in Oypros is almost 
positive evidence that they have nothing to do with 
Babylon, and confirma Miller's attribotion of them to 
Lyvia, as the letters AY in fact imply. 

In. the British Museum are fonr tetradmohms of Philip 
on-thres of which AY occurs below the throne and-M in 
the field in front of the figure; one of them has two 
countermarks—a bee (? for Ephesus) and a flower, Two 
of these tetradrachime were bought from Subhi Pasha and 
the Rev, G. Chester respectively, and doubtless therelore 
eume from western Asia Minor [ace Pl. IL, 16, 17}. 

The same initial letters of Lysin Av also occur on 
coins of Philip, associated with a prow of a ship. These 
coins haye the letter in the field. They are also 
attributed to Lycia by Miller (see Plate XXVIIL, 100). 
Of these o stater in the British Museum [PL IL, 16] 
éume from Sir I. HL Lang, and therefore almost certainly 
from (@yprus, Miller knew of no stater with this 
symbol, and it is apparently unpublished. Tho two 
other coins of this cluss in the Museum are both 
tetradrachins [PL IL, 19]. The prow suggests that 
this olass of coin had something to do with a seaport; 
perhaps same of them Lelong to Phaselis, the famous 
Lycian seaport, which had «a ships prow for tts 
badge, while + waa the initial of sever! Lycian 
dynasts. Corresponding to these coms of Philip we 
have a eeries with the name Alexander on them, and 
probibly to be wssigned to Alexander Acgus. They 
bear the same letters AY, Muller also tributes them 
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to Lyois, anid apparently without any hesitation. Of 
these coing we have both staters ond tetrudrachms. 
Miller refors to two forms of stater with the: name of 
Alexander on them, and both of them with the letters 
AY infrontof the Viotory. Oneof them has an m behind 
the Athens's head on the obverse [see PL IL, 15}, 

also hove tetradrachms of Alexander Acgus haying the 
same letters AY on them. 

Ore one e type of these (Muller, Plata X VITL, no. 272) 

mens are in the British Musenm, both very well 
cheval [ste PL IY, 21); a third specimen in the same 
collection has the figure on the reversp to the right [see 
' PLU, 22]; a fourth with the aume type hag two counter- 
marks on the obverse, one a small’ boar and the others 
blarred. object which ia not very plain, on the chuelk of 
Alexander [ses PL IL, 23]. On this evin, when it wag 
nequined by the Musemm, and on its countermark, a boar, 
Mr. Hill wrote: * Recently, the British Museum has 
ucquired « tetradrachm of the kind which Mr. Head is 
invlinad to attribute to Syrin or Cilicia, which seems to 
abow that the M—AY tetmirachma did circulate in 
Lycian" (Num. Chr, NS. KY, 43), This is precisely 
the view I came to before my attention was called to this 
pregnant sentence of Mr. Hill's, A drichm of this type 
is Also in the British Muveum [aoe PL IEE., 1], 

A tetratmehm, donbtless of Alexander Aogus, 
with the letters AY over a ship's prow and s = in tha 
fielil, like a similar coin of Philip's above referred to, iy 
given by Maller. [t is not represented in the British 
Museum, nor do I know its provenance, but it must 
dlearly be associated with the similar coins of Philip. 
[tis.cnrious that in addition to the two known darice with 
letters on them there is another with @ on the side of 
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#ships prow. It ia in the French collection (Rabslon, 
No, 124), [See Pl IIL, 2] M. Six supposed thin to 
he Carinn letter, and, if it be indeed so, this dario 
must hove been struck at Cnides, whicly was in the 
neighbouring distrint to Lyeia. 

_ It seems to me as clear aa can be that these coins of 
Philip and Alexander, marked with AY and M on them, 
which have no known tie with Babylon, were issued for 
cirealation im Lyeia, and the fact of some of them being 
itso marked with a ship's prow makes it quite impossible 
to nasign them to an inland country like Babylon. 

Let us now turn from the coins distinctly. marked 
will the names of Philip and Alexander to some others 
‘on which the royal names do not ocenr, but which bear 
the same letters, and which, as-we have seen, Dr. Imhoof- 
Biomer assigns to Archon, the Satrap of Babylan, 

They aro of the eameé Cilician type to which T have 
teferred, with the Taal of Tarsus on one side and the 
walking lion on the other. 

A tetmdrachm of this type in the Berlin collection, 
derive! from the Imbhoof-Blumer calleetion, has AY over 
the lion on one side and M near the knee of Taal on the 
other (sex Im.-Bl,, Nwm. Zeit, 1895, Plate TL, 11). 
Another tetradrachm in the British Museum from the 
Montagu collection has the letters AY over the lion

Ou the drachms belonging to this series, instead of the 
letters AY being separmte, we have them im monogram, 
thos A One of thom is figured by Dr. Imhoof-Blumer 
(Num. Zeit, 1805, Plata I., 12), On some of theses 
drachme the lion tums his head back—as it has been sug- 
gested, in imitation of the coins of Miletus, M. Babelon, 
T do not know why, attributes the specimen in the French 
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colleetion to Antigonna, with a query. It weighs 
4 erme, (0 and is numbered 505 in M. Babelon's Perss 
detém. Leannot see in this monogram the initials of 
Antigonns. “In the British Museum ure three specimens 
of the doin, weighing respectively f4°3, (4-06 and 
wo-ders, I have figured two of them [PL IE, 4, 5}, 
I cannot see how these coins can be separated from those 
bearing the nome of Philip and Alexander Aegus, 
airenwty cited, nor can I explain the letters AY on the. 
wholo serjes in any other way than by wssigning them to 
Lyoin, or rethur treating them as coins specially minted 
ty pay the Lycian contingents in the Macedonian army, 

When Alexander began his campaign Lycia bod been 
for acme time under the dependent kings of Caria, anid 
probably resented the position, for we find it submitting 
wittout a blow to: Alexander, who appointed a special 
friend of lis, Nearehics of Amphipolis, a Cretan by origin, 
itysatrep (Arrian, V6), The Lycians had a contingent in 
the Persian fleet the submission of which was apparently a 
sandition of the favournble pexeeaceorded to them by Alex- 
asiler, under which their twenty-three towns preserved 
& lange part of their autonomy under chiefs diguifled as 
kings by the natives, They were united into a con- 
fedemey, at the head of which was o great official who 
probably also boro the tithe of king, and wis known a 
the * Lyelarch " (Droveen, J, 290-291), 

It would te interesting to discover the mesning of 
the detached letters occurring on the coins aliovyeinen- 
tioned. They probably, in some cases, the initials 
of towns or districts, ‘The most common of theses letters 
is M, which occurs frequently. Sometimes wo have 
instead MI, Can this represent the district of Milyades, 
_ at the sources of the River Xanthos? Such a coin, 
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drachm, with MI and a crown over the lion, is in the: 
British Museum, and weighs 59-5 gre, [see PL TIL., 6]. 

M. Babelon also attributes to. Antigonus, probably 
because of its monogram AV, utetradrachm of Cilician 
type and Attic weight in the French callection. Its 
pomber in the catalogue (Perse Achém.) ia 304 and ita 
weight 16 gra, 63, This coin should clearly be cladsed 
with thous last described [ses Pl. IIL, 7}. It has 
nothing to do with Babylon. 

Let us now tum to another series of coins, attributed 
by Dr. Tmhoof-Blimer to Babylon, on grounds also quite 
unknown to me, ‘These are marked by the letter ®, 
either dlane of with other letters. 

Whether this letter represents the name of a man or 
afa city is not clear. It does not seem probable that it 
stands for Philip, sinee Arrhidacns’ coins had his name 
on them at fall Ioneth. It might equally stand for the 
names Philofas or Philoxence, who were anecessively 
Rattan? of Cilicia, On the other hand, it may represent 
the name of a town, and it is significant that an 
anepieraphic double daric was found near Philadelphia 
in Lydin in 1828 (seo Madden, Jewish Coinage, 273). On 
the other hand, Plinselia was a very famous port of 
Lycia. 

In the ase of two donble darics referred to by 
Mr. Hoad the # cecurs without any other letter: om ove, 
Alone, and on the other with a bunch of grapes, 
apparently connecting it with Soli (see Hist. Num., 700, 
13 and 15). 

Next we have to deal with the coins on which the 
letter @ ccvurs with unother Lotter, 

Of these there ur several forms, Tirst, there is the 
diuble daric in the French collection, No. 116, weighing 
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16 germs. 62, and having the letters 1 behind the King. 
The ‘position of the letters side by side in this way is 

Next we have a series in which the letters are put 
over each other, thus e: This monogram tesembles 
somewhat another ovcurring on the coins uf Ptolemy, %. 

‘The position of the letters in this way perhaps means 
that they form the imitiala of two tiames and may 
represent Phoselis in Lycia or Philadelphia in Lydia. 
What seems quite plain is that they cannot represent the 
inittals of Babylon or of any of ite eatraps: The mono- 
gman in question occurs on several double daries, First, 
‘in tegand to thoge on which it occurs alone. Of these, 
two are in the British Museum. One of them, bought 
from Chanda Mall, has the suspicious reverse already 
referred to, the other is from the Montagu colleetion |see 
PL OL, 8]; o third is quoted from the Collection de 
Vogud by Mr. Head (Cornage of Lydia, 27, Na, 252). Two 
‘specimens are in the French collection (Babelon, Cat., 
Nos, 119 and 188); the latter of the two belongs to the 
doubtful class associated with Chanda Mull, and already 
discussed, 

Next to these I would plave the double darics with 
the same tnonegram Pf and with a wreath. A specimen 
of this class is in the British Museum, of which I 
da not like the look. It came from Chanda Mall, and 
ia very roughly made, and both the monogram and 
wreath are most ragged, while the incnse on the reverse 
ia not at all like those usual on other double darices of 
mufoubted authenticity, I give a figure of this coin 
[Pl. TIL, 0].. Another specimen in the French collee- 
tion is deseribed by M. Babelon as of a “style trie 
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barbare" (ase No. 187, page 16). These may be, how- 
ever, copies of real originals, Next we have a double 
daric with the same letters separated hy a considerable 
spare, Gnd beside them a thunderbolt. This ia in the 
Hritish Musenm [see Fl. It, 10]. It has the «me 
suspicious reverse ns tho coins previously referred to, 
but may also be ecopitd from a genuine com, The 
thunderbolt was, as I huve said, an emblem of wide dis- 
tribution. I cannot ses any reason for attributing any 
of thess double darics, whether genoine or not, to 
Babylon; mor for disturbing the former view which 
aseociaterd! then with Asia Minor or Ploenicta, 

‘Another double daria in the British Museum, which 
weeebought from M, Lambros, and doubtless. therefore 
cunie from Asia Minor, has a curious symbol on it, which 
has been called a Matedonian bel:mt, but seems to me 
moré like o flower [eee PL TIL, 11}. Above the flower i 
the monogram 4 whicl is simply a combination of 
and M, It weighs 258°3 grains, A similar coin is figured 
in the Haifmann catalogue. The M on these coins reminils 
ua that on another duubla darie in the British Museum, 
from the Bank collection and already described [PL I, 
14), we have the letter M in the field by itself, and 
nh Victor's crown behiud the kneeling king, The letter 
doubtless means what the same Jetter means elsewhere, 
ani probably cither Matathus or Mallus or one of tha 
Lycian towns beginning with M It does not seem 
possible to connect it directly with Babylon, In the 
British Museum i¢ w double daric, bought from Chanda 
Mall, with the same suspicious reverse, and on which the 
cidarie on the King's head has a strange appearance. 
‘On this eoin we have the letter © and below 1t the 
well known monogram FA [see PL UL, 12), A similar 
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eoinin the British Museum and the French collection 
(Babelion, No. M5, Plate U1, Pig. 18), weighs 16, erme-73, 
and haa the monogram, but nut the letter "The 
qmonogram also ovetrs on the coins of Ptolemy, :

The letter W muy possibly stand for Soli. I do sat 
profess to explain the other letters; still leas can 
T understand low the evin could in any way be 
associated with Babylon. The specimen of this ooin 
in the British Museum came from Chanda Mall. It 
has no: letter over the lion [seo PL HO. 13}. Tho 
Ietter Ton the Frevoh coin just’ named, whieh aera 
followed by an 1 in Babelun’s figure, loads me to 
another series which is very curious and interesting, 
wince the bulk of the coins belonging to it were, for 
the most part, either originally issued as plated coing 
having 4 con: of brung, and are thus «an early 
example of a very low standard, or they eams from 
the workshop of an ancient fulsifler. They would 
appear from their appearance to linve been derived 
from one ‘hourd, ond they occur in several collections. 
The coins in question are all imitations in type of the 
ordinary issues of Mazains, with the. Baal on one side 
and the walking lion on the other, Some of them have 
_ the letter fT in the field; thus, three tetradrachms in the 
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British Museum have it faee PL I, 14], ‘This niay 

poaaibly indicate that they were coined for the town 
of Gagae in Lyeia In the French collection. are two 
come of this-elass, Nos. 287 and 288, weighing 14 ¢rma. 
Wand 16 grma. 52. M. Babelon ssys of the former:

In the French collection is also a coin, No, 200, 
having the Fr under the lion and in the feld on the 
other side w bee (see Bab. Plate VIL, Fig. 3). It weighs 
T6 grms. H8. Two other specimens in the same collection, 
Not 291 and 292 have the bee without the letter T, the 
bee being in each case above the lion, One weighs 
16 grms. 65 aml the other 10 grms, 72, A similar 
specimen at Berlin weighy 16 grms. 65 (see Imbhoof- 
Blumer, Mown. Gr, 878, No. 31). A specimen revently 
oldet to the British Museum is of this type [ses 
PL. IIL, 16). Another tetradrachm in the same collec- 
tion hes the bee in front of Baal [see Pl. TIL, 16]. 

What this bee can refer to is difficult to say. 
Ephesns and) Meliboea enggest themselves, but the 
litter is geogniphically impossible, As I have said, « 
tetradrachm of Philip Arrhidaeus is countermarked 
with such » bee. 

Wo will now furn to onother series of coins marked 
with the letter Ain the flald. Of these we have no 

double darics, and only Attio tetradrachms of the Cilician 
type Babelon haz assigned this class to Dometrius 
Polisrretes, which seems to mé quite imposible, since 
the lettor occurs on cving of this series marked with 
the Salu vanchor, and also on coins of Pralemy 

There ware two ‘examples of the coin in the French 
collection, Nos. $96 und 307, weighing 16°77 und

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16-45 grma. respectively, The former is figured (Bab, 
Perea Achém., Vlate VIL, Fig. 11), 

Th the British Museum is another tetradrachin, weigh- 
ing 261°8 grs, and having a 4 over the lion [sea 
PL O.,.17]. 

Dr. Imbhoof-Blumer (Num, Zeit, 1895) figures two 
other coins with the some letter, weighing 16-51 and 
7°65 grms. respoctively (op: eit, Plute I., 17 and TS). 

Turning from the letters to. the muniyrams, and first 
‘to the double daries, one of the double darics in the 
British Museum, from the same suepicions source I 
tinve previonsly mentioned, which hav on it the King 
wearing a kind of castellated crown imstead of ane 
with pointed projections, as is usnal, and in which the 
Spear anil quiver are mixed up in an odd way, and 
the right hand is held up a propos of nothing, has in 
the field the following monogtum fy and an obscure 
churieter Lislow [see PL IIL, 18]. 

Ajmain, in the French collection is another double 
dario with the monogram 4) (see No, 118), which may 
refer to some town in whose name that of Herneles occurs 
aean element [sce Pl, TIL, 19]. This monogram leo 
occurs on coms of Ptolemy (see Poole’s Catalogue. of 
the Ptolemaic Series, page 4, Figs, 29-35, &o., &v,). 
Whatever the meaning of these monograms and Jetters 
may be, what I want to emphasise is that they do not 
offer any evidence of a Babylonian origi. 

In the French collection are o tetradtachm and a» 
drachm of the Cilician type, both having this monogram 
(Babelon, Pores Achém., see Nos. 298 and 290). The 
former is figured by M. Babelon (Plute VIL, 7). it 
Weighs 16 germs 57, while the latter weighs 3 perms. Bi). 
The former com has the letters MI in the Hold, and 
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‘the monogram is in a wreath. The latter is without the 
letters Mi and has the monogram in a circle, At Munich 
ds & tetra(lrachm with the sume monogram above and an M 
Adlow. M, Siz mentions another coin with the same mono- 
pram in acirele, weighing 2°99 grms. The letters MI on 
coins of undoubted Cilician type have been read os the 
joint initials of Mallns and Tssos. They have oleurly 
nothing to do with Babylon, On another coin of this class 
in the British Museum, weighing 50+5 yrains, we lave a 
¢rown over the lion on one side and MI in the exergue 
of the other side, Dr. Imhooi-Blumer refers to this 
ooin twice in hia list, under the numbers 26 anid 27. 

To return to ote monograms. A silver com in the 
De Luynes collection of the same Cilician type (Plate A., 
Fig.25) has merely MP under the lion. Itweighs 3 grime. 30. 
A second coin in the Imboof-Blumer collection has the 
ane monogram Gn the other side and under the throne. 
Tt isu little varied from RP. Theecoin weighs 2 grms. 89. 
It is numbered 25 in his list. 

Another similar coin at Berlin has &4 above the lon

Maunited tons ol tho ancient section myers widely 
known, : and are rendured accessible to Numismatists. of 
all countries by means of that excellent publication 
The ogue of Greek Coins, Thore. is also in this 
department a mass of material from later times and 
ing to all branches of nimnismatics, even apart 
from the purely English series, which to o great extent 
is still awaiting treatment, Having been permitted, 
the: kindness of Mr, Head, to do some work 
iaishd British Musenm last year, 1 was deli ited and 
surprised by its wealth of German medals. These have 
lwen for the most part very long in it possession. 
Many of them belong ty the collection whieh George I 
brought with him from Hanover. aud which became later 
the property of the English nution—others formed part 
of the Slouna Collection. 
The following paper is an attempt to describe and 




















and which are either quite unknown or ara not vet 
enongh known to have met with the recognition due to 
their urtistic or histirical value. Others are hera mene 
tioned which are distinguished by their special beanty 
above other examples alrexdy known. 1 may, perhaps, 
he permitted to prefiice my descriptions by a few intro- 
ductory words. 

There is aa yet no work which attempts to deal fully 
with the mass of Gorman Renaissance medals known 
to be in existence, or whieli distinguishes the work 
of the varions artivte One rest treason for thia is 
to be found in the fact that the materials for such a 
work are scattered through wilely separated collections, 
and are generally arranged in aceordance with heraldic 
und historical mither thin artistic considerations, It jg, 
moreover, extremely diffienlt to distinguish the work of 
the several masters, Most of the medals are unsigned, 
aid when signed the monograms ary often only to be 
deciphered hy the nid of troublesome research among 
old records. For the German medallists of the 1th 
centizy wire not, &§ was the case with their Italian 
contemporaties, great artista, bit renerally modest 
mister-craftamen, working by order of Princes yril 
wealthy mermbhants. So much the more ia it the duty of 
German. mumisniatiste to examine und publish all Ger- 
min medals of the time with which they may become 
acquainted, in order to have some small share in provid ng 
materials fora fnture great work ipon the subfowt. 

An excellent pisce of work of this kind ix the publi- 
mition of Professor A. Erman, of Berlin, on German 
Medais af the 10th and U7#h emfuries (Berlin, I884); 
but, unfortunately, the material available for the work 
Presented too many paps, and the whole claims only td 
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be a first sketch. With regard to matters of detail, the 
late Professor y. Sallet, of Berlm, andl Professor Domaniz, 
of Vienna, have thrown light pon many questions. 
fn the volume of the Urésr de Numismatique et da 
Glyptique which treats of Gerniun: medala, many of them 
are quite inadequately reproduced and still more in- 
adequately desoribed. 

No far es the technical work of medals of the German 
Renaissance ia coteerned, the masters of the ‘Lith 
century preferred casting, only few examples of striking 
being im existence. It is well known that casting is 
the nobler and more artistic method of producing 
modula, and among all uations the best work in this 
branch of art has been done in this way. 

The models wore, as a role, first carved in wood, the 
letters eine afterwarda fastened on. Many of thesa 
woodan motels are still preserved, and serve us orns- 
menta of our collections. A good many medals were also 
executed in honestoue, The art of modelling im wax 
came into mee later, but, once known, was soon in 
general favour. The finished cast was often worked 
aver with the chidel, in order to bring out details, 
But there are also in existenes most successful casts 
which have not been tonched. The metal in general 
tixe was bronze: silver was less used ut first, and one 
Taust not be surprised to find that many of the meilals 
here described ara of lead. The first casts, which were 
ist the same time the proofs, were always produced in the 
less valuable metal, and of many medals we possess only 
theses easts in lead. ‘That the medale here deseribed are 
really originals ia proved by their exeellent workman- 
ship, and by their patina, which ia the result of age.

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work, Im Hof has described it in the second volume 
of the Nirahergiselus Miinseabinet as a brass medal; 
therefore; evidently, from a later east, Neither gives 
any information as to either the person represented of 
the artist. Wo have here evidently a work from the 
honda of the Nurnberg medallist, Hays Schwars, who 
carved hia models in wood, which accounts for lis 
preference for broad sharp-edged relief, The somewhat 
rough handling of the features, especially of the nose, is 
characteristic of Schwarz. 

Very little is known with regard to the poetess Lucia 
Dwerrer, who ia here represented. Will, whio has 
generally so much to say, is quite silent with regard 
to thia medal, probably because he knew nothing about 
it, Lucian belonged to the noble Narnberg family of 
« Doerrer von der Untern-Burg,” which came to Num- 
berg from Franconia in the 18th century, and which 
flied out there ut the beginning of the 18th. According 
to the exact genealogical table of this many-branched 


family drawn up by Biedermann, there was no lady of 


the name who bore the single Christian name * Lucia.” 
Our postess is, however, probably identical with Helene 
Lucia Doorrer, daughter of the Nirnberg councillor 
Wilhelm Doerrer, wlio was born in the year 1501, and 
died in 1537. She married, in 1525, Anireas Bech-yv. 
Hisenberg. In accordance with this, she appears on our 
medal as s maiden of 21 years. How far she deserves 
the title “Decima Musaram™ I ut least have been 
unable to discover. Probubly, she was a poctical 
dilettante. Exaggerated flattery in Latin dedications. of 
that time is by no means rare.

The above modal is mentioned by G. A, Will in his 
nheriische Minshlustiguagen as a medal originals of 
whieh are. very Ture. It is indeed so rari that only the 
nudoubtedly contemporary. lead. example in the British 
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Museum and another original, formerly in the collection 
of H. Hoffmann in Paris, are known to me. Ata casual 
glanes one might take this medil for a work of Friedrich

The family name of Friedrich, last abbot of St. Giles, 
was Pistorius (originally Becker), He was born in 
Breitenfeld] in Franconia in 1486. The medal repre- 
senty him in his 42nd year, und was therefore cast in 
1628 Vriedrich became abbot in 1521; he was, how- 
ever, greatly attracted by the new teaching of Luther,

In. this highly characteristic medal of ‘Lorenz 
Truchsess ¥, Pommersfolden we haye before us the 
wotk of s muster whose style is identical with that of 
the “Unknown Angeborg Wood-ourvers," aa Erman 
ewlled thom, and who recently lina heen recognised to 
have been most probably Peter Fiitner himself, the 
famous Nirnberg artist.

Ctiadiot SoS wia 
not only a celebrated painter and engraver, but also 
the first German writer on the History of Art, to 
whose work we owe much of our knowledge of the 
Germain Rensiezance. He also forms a personal link 
between Germany and Mngland. 

Jouchim Sandeart was bern in Frankfort on Main in 
1606, He went with his teacher, Gerhard Heonthorst, 
to the court of Churlas 1 of Mngland, where he found:s 
patron in the Dake of Buckingham.

During the reign of the earlier kings, Hoshun e@ Shah 
and Mnhammed 1, the round form Was ptactieally 
universal, although a square copper coin of the former 
king without his name, but dated 829, is known, In 
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the reign of Mahmud I the issne of the equare and round 
types in all three metals wns maintamed in fairly equal 
proportions, In the next reign (Gbyas Shah) the square 
issues largely predominate, while in the reigns of the 
later kings (Nasir Shah, Mahmud I, Muhammed I, 
Bahadur Shak of Gujerat, and Baz Bahadur) the aquare 
type only ia issued. 


(i.) Weights and Standards, 


The weight of the gold coins was apparently constant, 
with & maximum of about 175 grains and « minimum 
of 147 grains, based presumably on the 100 Rati standard. 
Te British Museum collection contains « specimen of 
Ghyas Shah's currency which weighs 207 grains. This is 
an exceptional woight, which corresponds with certain 
gold coins of Jehangir and some of the Dinars of 
Muhammed bin Tughluk. The silver coins comprise 
four classes, with maximum) weights of 175, 874, 44 and 
2% prains. These weights are bosed on the 100 Rati 
standard unt its subdivisions, Coins of the fourth size 
are rare, Hoshang Shah's silver coins, which are also 
wieommon, have only been found in the first size. There 
is a square silver coin in my cabinet of Mahmud IT, 
which would appear to correspond with the (4 Nati 
standard, Ican however suggest no explanation of this 
exceptional weight. The billon currency, which was 
apparently introduced by Mahmud I, was continned by 
his immedinte successors Ghyas Shah, Nasir Shah ancl 
Mahmud Ul. These coins are of different degrees of 
alloy, some containing « large proportion of silver, while 
others are hardly distinguishable from copper.

Tue following survey of the *psanilo-atonomons” 

coinage of Antioch on the Orontes can make no pretence 
to complotemess; tho material available has been tov 
limite? The actual results obtained are, however, of 
considerable interest. “They. throw some curiona side- 
lights upon history. Above all, they point the way, I 
think, towards a clearer inderstaniling of the conditions 
under which, in imperial times, the provincial cities were 
ullowed to strike money that did not bear the Emperor's 
head asa type.

‘The wwillvctor ny not, however, have attempted. to 


aecertain-the exact. meaning of the word GUENIVS, or 
to tree the history of its oeourrence in the series of 
Rotinn soins. 

It would be out of place here: to onter into uo lang 
digunssion aa to all that was invelyed in the use of the 
word, anil prulmbly the best course to pitrsno isto refer 


the reader ta the Dictionwmirn dee Antigquités of Derem- 


herg and Saglio (vol. ii. 2nd part, gp 1488), und to 
Smith's Dietimary af Biography and Mythology, th, 
“Goning" Ie will there find « full accont of the place 
of the Genius in Noman mythology, its connection with 
the deanery of the Greuks, and its relation. to the Dares 
an Penates, the Manes, Tutela, Fortiina, and other 
objects of worship.

J, A. Hild, the author of 
the arti¢le in the French Dietionary, ia incline! to train 
back much of the iden of the Genius te Groek sonress, 
and with some hesitation | venture to look for its origin, 
or, af all events, for an example of o aimilar belief, jn 
an older mythology, that of Ancient Egypt. 

Compare this: passage in the Dictionary with one 
ib Dr, Binlge’s recently published work on “the Goils 
of the Egyptions.” MM, Hild eays, “He (the Genins) 
was born with eavh man, le died with him; that is to 
aay, lie re-entered the universal Sul of which he wu 
anh emanation.’ 

De. Budge writes:' The Ki—that is to say, the 
dinblo—* was an integral jwirt of aman, antl was connected 
with his ghoilow, and came into being when he wns 
torn, ond lived in thie tomb with the body after death.” 

The connection of the serpent with the Genius of the 
liomans and the Agatholemon of the Greeks seems 
vilse Gnidieutive of an Eyvptian ori@in, innsmncl as the 
Uneus wat an object of devotion in Egypt even in 
pro-dynastic times. 

Many of the superior divinities among the Romans 
were credited with genii, which posilly devote! them- 
selves ty carrying out local work; and in Egypt # king 
or a gol was beliove to possess many haw, or 
“donbles.”* In one text Ra is méntioned ss having 
fourteen ian, 

The late Professor William Ramsay, the writer of the 
urticle * Genius" in Smith's Dictionary, olserves: “The 
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Hotians seetir to have received their theory wondeern ine 
tho yenit from the Etruscans.” ‘The Lydian. origin 
ussignel to this peoply by Herodotus lias lately been 
the snbjoct of gotisiderable disrussiun. If this orig 
ean be substantiated it would bring the home of the 
Tyrrhenian wenivs within « measurable distance of the. 
Thome of the Egyptian Ka. 

The tendency at [ome was-to imagine a Genins—or, 
i other set divinity—as: attaching: not only to every 
inilividual, but to all nveTegutions af indivisluals, url 
nlso to cach separatw locality or country, To ose the 
words of Pliny?“ Thereby wo may conceive that thoro 
ATS A greater amber of goils in heaven above than men 
pon earth; since that every one of their own wocoril 
make Ho many gods us they list, fitting themselves witli 
Jimncew and Gentt for their patrons.” 

Among these the Gunina Dublicus Vopuli Romani 
osenpiell an important place, as tu which there is a 
Jarge ammount of munismatio evilence. The earliest 
ooiia oh whith the Genie appear are two denarii of 
the Cornelis family (Babylon No, 25, 26) struck by 
BP. Comeline Lentulus Mareellinus about ime, 8. On 
the myers of these the Genins ix shown cromning the 
qroddess. Nome with a wrath, and holding a cornucopia 
in iis foft hand. Tis figure is apparently youthful and 
anbeanled. On two slightly later denaril, struck by 
the son of Murcellinus, Cnaens Lontulus (Bab, No. 
M4, 66), the obverse presents uo dindemed bearded 
dost to the tight with w seeptre on his shonlder, aud 
above the head G.P. (Gening Popalj Romani); On a 
denurins of P. Comelins Lentulas Spinther, about nyo, 74

Anemy the early Imperial cos thove hearing referatire 
to the Genius of the Roman People are fairly wumerous. 
ag are also those with ropresentitions of the Gaenits of 
diferent colunies ‘These latter, though presenting some 
analogy with the subject of this paper, may fur the 
present be loft on one sidy, 

Of the former class the earliest is one of the Muni- 
cipinm of Ttalica In Spain (Col. Wid, Heiss No, 1, 
PL LVE J 2), struck during the reign of Augustis. 
On ite reverse is the Genius standing, i in his riglit lund’ 
paters, at his feet a globe. The legend is GEN. POD. 
ROM. 

Two mare donarii of the timo of Gulla, also probably 
struck: in Spain ani not giving the Mexperor’s tame, lave 
on the obverse « youthful diademed head to the right, 
with i cornicopim, The legend is GENIO PIL A 
denariua vf Vespagian gives the legend GENIVM Ii, 
ane dipondinn of Tite, ac, TH (Bol. 95, 96) (LENT. 
(or GENT) PESO. The type in all cases is that of 
a Genina, standing to the left holding 4 patera and « 
cormneopia; at his feet is ustially o lighted altar. 

The next Emperor on whise coins our Genins is to 
be seen is Hadrian, on some of whose coins in gold and 
silver the Genius is represented standing to the left, 
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anil holding «a patera and a cornucopia. A lighted 
tltar id sometimes wt his side The legend is GEN. 
or GENIO PR, ‘There is also o bronze medallion 
of Hadrian with the same type on the reverse, aml 
the legend GENTYS POPVLE ROMANL On one of 
‘his sestortii: (Coh, 1406), with the legend. SENATVS 
POPVLYSQVE TtOMANYS, VYOTA SYSCEPTA, 
the Genins of the Ronan People is cech sncrificing to 
the Genins of the Senate. 

On gold, silver, anil brass coins of Antoninus Pins 
the Jegend GENTVS POPVLT ROMANT appears cither 
in foil or in some abbreviated form, with the type 
wf the Goning standing wand holding either 4 patern 
of asceptre ahd a cormucopie, The altar is sometimes 
absent. The coins date from about ai 140. Other 
ogi. of the same Emperor, with GENTO SENATVS, 
represent that Genins with a branch and u seeptre. 

The GENIVS I'4t reappears with the usual type on 
a denarius of Septimins Severus (Cobh, 209), but in subse- 
yqomnt migns gives place to the GENTIVS AVUVSTL 
EXERCITVS, ete:. though ocenrring in the firm of 
GENTVS POPYLI on & memorial coin of Clandius 
Gothious, erre, A.D, 270. 

The grand révuseitution of the GENIO POPVLI 
ROMANT reverse took place soon after the time when 
the standard of the Homan copper coinage was reformed 
inder Divcletian and his colleagues, Mommsen* places 
this reform somewhere between the years 200 and 
1, bat not improbably the yolles with this type began 
to be iemed nbont 804. Cohen attribates a middle 
brass coin of Galerins (No, 50) with this reverse to 
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the year 292, but in ‘this there appears to be antic 
mistake, 

Anyhow, the general issue of the folles with this typo 
Hil not take place until some years after the assassination 
of Carausins by Alleotus in 205, I must nvw, therefore, 
come to the more immediate object of this paper, a coiti 
of that emperor, an illustration of which is given at the 
head of this piper.

This type is alsolutely naw on the coins of Camusins, 
and one could bnve wished that it had been issued in 
defiance of the type struck by the Emperors whom he 
was pleased to wall hiv brothers, Diovletian and Maxi- 
tian. Chronological. evidence is, however, aynitist any 
such Interpretation of the type; and, indeed, the repre- 
sentation of the Genius differs from that on the Con- 
tinontal coins, inasmach as the Gonins is not crowned 
either with the modiny or a turreted erown, 

The GENTVS (LLYRICL of Trajanns Decing offers 
some analogy with the GENIO BIITANNI(AB) of 
Carausins, but there avain the Genins is represented 
Ata kevin the modius on his head. 

But the closest parallel is affarded by two coina of 
Clodius Alliinva. "This emperor, when he rebelled against 
Septimiuy Severds, and caused himself to. be proclaimed 
Angustns in A. 106, fixed lis Lead-quurters at Lyons, 
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He thore issued the denarii with FEN, LVG. COS. I. 
nn the reverse, anil haying os type the Genius of Lyuns 
with a mnral crown, standing to the left, and holding « 
sceptre and a cornacopim, At his feet ia an eagle. 

Corausivs in Britain, a hundred years later, waa in 
moch the same position, but the Genioson the Britich 
eoin Js personified in strict arcordanes with truly Roman 
precedents, and is in all respects identical with the 
figure on the gohl coin of Hudrian alrewdy mentioned. 
A similar figure is to le seen on & sopper oom of 
Carausius, probably of the Rouen fabric, with the legend 
SALVS AVG.,and Mr. Perey Webb has called my wtten- 
tion 10 a copper coin of London of this emperor in the 
British Museum. with GENTYS AVG and «male genius 
wearing the modius on his head, 

On other coins of the sume fabric, with the reverse 
loge fit, FORTVNA AEDV(X), SATA S AVG. ard 
TWEELA AVG 1, standing figure with the seme attributes 
und having an altar in front ia folly draped, mud lute all 
the appearance of bem a female, In fact, it seems that 
we have bore a Juno rather than uo Genins. 

‘The personification af Pritain on the coins of Caranwins 
reading EXPECTATE VENI, on which the province 
is represented as greeting the Emperor, ja hot the mule 
Genius, but o draped female figure much like that on 
the coins with the FIDES MU. AVC: reverse, on which 
Fides is represented! ea giving her hand ty Carausiue. 
She bears, however, but. one standard instearl of tio, as 
on the eoing with the FIDES MILITVM reverse 

Whether the © which so frequently orenure on the 
exergue of coins.of Caransius is sigaificant of Camulo- 
Jonum or of Cluusentum, it is at the present moment 
diMleult tu say; the cluims of exch town to lave 
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possessed a mint in Roman times being so evenly 
lmfuneed. Posatlly the exeavations which ore taking 
jlace on the site of Clansentum, thongh undertaken for 
biilding and not for archmological purpeses, may help 
to throw light upon the question. 

Stukeley, i hia “Medallic History of Caransins,"* lina 
fignred a brass enin with the legend GENTO AVG. and 
the type a female: figure standing to the left holding 
4 -clobe anil a cornucopia. Sach # doin does not appear 
to be at present known, but possibly the original of 
the @nigraving wia a badly preserved example of the 
type that Fo have described. 

Whence the moneyer immediately derived his type, 
ini what wos his or the Mmperor’s design in issuing 
such eons, are interesting thongh difficalt questions 
The pure patriotism of the type seems to denoto.o time 
when Carwusins “et Fritres sui” were no longer even 
ssemingly in aecoril..

There ia no direct evidence that such was the case, 
lint the probabilities seem to warrant the suggestion, 
which appears first to have been made by the Iaie Mr, 
Packe. Tn the pages which follow [ shall endeavour to 
show that these engravers, whoever they were, had a 
further object in view than merely producing » bust of 
the king and ornamenting the com; anil as the sigilla, or 
little things which developed into the seal, and were all 
significant, sp the types of William's money have a story 
to tell us if we will bear it, T claim no new orrancoment 
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in point of suecession, for in the main I believe that of 
Hawkins to be correvt.

_ Adopting Mr. Androw’s view that the engraver alwys 
fonnd most diffienlty in spelling the king’s name on 
the first typo, we notice dhat these coins give six varia 
tins of spelling, which is a larger proportion than jn 
any of the sneceeding issue 

The King’s head upon these coins bears a atrong re- 
semblanieo to that of Harold, but the bust is carried {np 
the edge of the voin, and iz ‘lathe. Possibly thie 
rsomblance di] not meat with the approval of the 
withorities, anil, although tolerated for a time while the 
widely distribnied, and ocetrs at twenty-two mints at 
least. Seventy-five per cent of the moneyers whi 
struck it comed for Eilward and Harold. The mint of 
York, which had been s0 prolific iu previous reigns, is, 
however, repre sen TAL hy only one moneyer, OVESEORN, 
‘who dud formerly eoined for Edward. As Archbishop 
Allred had erowned William at Westminster, it seems

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probable that his complacency was rewarded by his 
obtaining his lies: immediately: and as this type was 
evidently issned for only a short perio, there may nt 
have heen time. to irganize the royal mint, as William's 
supremacy was not acknowledyed in the North ontil 
months after it wax established in the South, ‘The 
Hastings mint, which would be the fint to fall into the 
Conqneror's hands; is continued by the three moneyers 
who had worked fur the Confessor and Harold. Renney, 
Which was the second place attacked by William 
ew yore to Dover, also continiied if mint wniler the 
mionever PYLMIER, ww! w larzé percentage of the coins 
Of this type in existence was coined by him, probably 
having formed part of tho Dymehurch hoard, of which le

The Canterbury mint supplies some evidence as to 
the brevity of this iaxe: Athelstan’s lawa allowed. the 
archbishop two manevers, and the Abbot of St. Augue- 
tite’s one. Inthe reign of John a confirmatory charter 
was issued aildressed to * Cantnur, ecel'ia Christi,” giviug 
it three ilies andl three moneyers for coming in the city 
af Canterbury.

The language is grandiloquent throughout, bat tho 
description ecoteides very closely with the orown’ we 
see upon thi coins of this typa, There is the circle of 
twelve jewels, the central pearl rising above them with 
amethysts at each side, far more imposing than any of 
the Anglo-Saxon iliedems, or the one which appears on 
Tks, 235, In William's dying confession he refers to

It is eney to fix the 
date of this type from the evidence of the mints. 
Exeter was in rebellion ayainst William ii LOOT, but 
after a short siege surrendered, After this, as Mr. 
Andrew mentions2! it was granted to Baldwin Fitz 
Gilbert Unly one moneyer (ELF) appears to have 
coined at this period, and he would be employed by 
Baldwin after he had made his position at Exeter secure,

This type appears to be rightly placed by Hawkins as 
thint in the series of William's coins, It has tho cha- 
ructeristica of the two preceding ones, the absence of the 
inner circle on the oblwerse, and tho lérend commencing 
onthe left shle of the ang’s bust. 

The obverse of this type haa been varionly do- 
scribed as having the king's inst beneath a canopy 
af state, ar aa displaying the buck of the chair on 

Which he js seated, A glance at the Bayeux tapestry 

is the bent refutation of these opinions. In this 
Destietul) ois contemporary work Iurold is represented 
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sitting In state under the plain tiled rool of his palace, 
ant the chiir wpon which he. sits ts quite’ devoid of 
a high back, a also are those oecnpied by [xdward and 
William. Representations of a high throne belong to 
later times. “The Conqueror owed mneh to the support 
afforded him by the Pope, and he well understood how 
to meke use of the Church in bis undertakings, and was 
willing to poy « substuntial price for its assistance. MT 
liad beon crowned at Westininster, Imt the ceremony hal 
been performed by Aldred, Archbishop of York, insteul 
of by the Archbishop of Canterbury, whose prerogative 
it was, Moreover, it seem to have bean eustamary for 
the monarch to le crowned twice, one of the ceremonies 
taking place at Winchester—posalbly a recognition of the 
old kingdom of Wessex, and apo the same principle 
that the Emperir of the Holy Roman Empire was 
trowned thrice, nomely, at Aix-la-Chapelle, Milan, and 
Thome. 

William wea determined, on one pretext or anothwr, 
to oust the Saxon clergy from their benefices, and for 
this purpose Pope Alexander IT had despatchod a special 
legate, Ermenfried, Bishop of Sion, to this country, 
where he was joined by two earilinal canons, Peter and 
John. The stwnaies de Wintomea tell us in regard to 
their mis#ion as follows: “ Cooeto ecincilio, ad voluntatem 
regis, Stigandum deposuit.” The opportunity was there- 
fore seized by William to have his clainm openly recog- 
nized by the Papal See, and being at Winchester at Easter, 
(070, he wns solemnly re-crowned by the Papal legates. 
This wea all the more necessary, as Aldred, just previous 
to is death in 1009, is said to have excommunicated 
the king for his rapacious seizures of the property of 
the Church, The type of this coin is therefore o 
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record of this event, and intended to bring befere the 
king's subjects the fact of the. papal recognition of their 
motureh, He js ripresented as standing wniler the 
portal of a church, and im support of this view it is only 
necessary to compare the coins of Henry IV of Germany, 
struck of the episeopal mint of Mulberstadt. The 
engravings in Dannenberg ™ show the head of the 
sovereign on the obverse, while the reverse is occupied 
by the tonsnreidl heal of the bishop beneath the portal 
of m-chorch, very similar to our type, bat rather more 
orniihe. 

Ouly ons find of importance containing these coins is 
recorded, namely that at. St. Mary Hill Church. It seems 
stringe thet none shotll have oeeurted in the City of 
London er Malmesbury hoards, which contained coins of 
types 24 and 237. Whether the rarity of this issue 
was cansed by its ahorter duration or the failure to 
iliscover ny large hoards of it must be left for tle 
future to solve. ‘The number of issning mints recorded 
is nly nineteen, and these are principally in the western 
and southern partof the country.. Nottingham employed 
two moneyers. There is a coin attributed to Lincoln, 
but this is doubtfnl, and may probably be given to 
London. Until recently no coins of this type had 
heen traced to York, but upon referring to a rekanlou, 
giving the account of the St. Mary Hill Chureh find, 
amongst the monevers enumerated js LEOFPINE ON EOFE. 
There seeins no doubt of the eorrectness of the read- 
img, but the present whereabouts of the coin ia not 
known. Its rarity tells of the awful devastation wrought

Reliijui vel mortii, vel metu et desolutione 
erant exulat.”™ Ef the elergy had Leen scattered, #0, 
donbtless, liail the moneyers, and York did not regain 
the position it lad enjoyed as a mint uniler the Saxon 
kings daring the existence vt the Norman res, pte. 
Canterliury now supplies the names of three moneyers, 
#0 that Lanfranc mist have taken possession of his see, 
and the mint was in full work. Chichester appears fur 
the fist Hime as a mint on William's coins, the grant of 
ome die to the bishop being probably made upon the 
removal of the see from Selsey by Stigand in LOTU, Mr.

The question naw arises, Was there any occasion on 
which-sach a type might suitably be issued? Lf we 
may believe the Nurman ehromelers, Willintn was ut this 
period (1073-1076) making great efforts to conciliate the 
Saxons, who ungratefully met them with constant out- 
breaks. ‘The king himself posed oa a model of justice, 
nd Orderic saya in reference to this: # Judicinm 
rectum nulla persma ab ed nequicqtiam postalavit.” 
‘There is an account given in Walsingham, (erste 
Ailatum Monavterii Sanci Albani, vol i. p. 47, which 
may explain the motive of this coin, {t records a 
meeting between the Saxon. nobility and the king at 
Berkhamsted, after which, in the presence of Lanfmne 
and the Abbot Fretherions, the king soletunly swears on 
the relics in the church of St. Albans to mamtatn the 
ancient Jaws of the kingdom, andl especially those of 
King Edward. This meeting mmst be entirely distinct 
fram that recorded in the Anglo-Saxon Chronicle under 
dato of 167, os Lanfranc ix represented as being present 
at it, I would not, however, press any single event too 
strongly as. the raiaon @éire of thia coin, but regaril its 
type ax suggestive of an equitable policy dn the part 
of the kitiy, 

The minty enallé wi again to verify the period to 
which this type belongs. Taunton had been given by 
Edward the Confessor to Stigand, im bis capucity of 
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Bishop of Winchester: As stated in considering Hks. 
238, apparently this primate cnly coined at Canterbury 
during the first fow monthy of William's reign, and 
probably ke did not tronble about his ane moneyer ut 
Taunton, Walkelin wae consecrated to the see in 1070), 
anil Stigwnd died two years afterwards, in 1072, ani after 
this event the town and castle of Tannton were in the 
king's hands; for some time previonsly to the com- 
pilation of Domesday he hal regranted them to Walkelin, 
whiel event would probably take place soon ufter 
Stiganil’s decease. 

So wo find with this type that the Taunton mint 
recotnmoences its issie, after being quiescent sinve the 
reign of the Confessor. Rochester also makes a begin- 
ning at the «ame time, but as it was a regal as well 
os an episcopal mint, it is not quite so detinite ; still, 
T think tho evidence of the latter being the issuct of 
type 297 is fairly strong. The regal mint would be 
vested in Ovo, the king's brother, as, Earl of Kent: 
but it appears from the lack of coina that neither be 
nor the bishop could previously have exercise their 
privilege. 

Siward, the Saxon bishop, « deseribed a an incapable 
man, who had wasted the property of the see hy his 
mismanagement, and probably, therefore, his mint lid 
aler been negleeted. 

At his death Arnost succeeded him in 1075, and being 
an able adminiatrator, it was hoped he would recuperate 
the funds of the bishopric, but he died within a year. 
To lim Dassen this solitary coin, after which the mint 
remainy dormant util the “PANS” type. inndalf 
became bishop in Li, brit wes probally more Interested 
in building than minting. 
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Tn the lite Mr, Montaga’s collection was a mule with

There can be little doubt os to the position this type 
aceupies mm the series of William I's monoy, aa it is 


connected with No, 237 by the mule already veferred to 


above. The only recorded find of any quantity of this 
teste wea at Deaworth: but as Hawkins in his areount 
Of that find does not specify the number of each type 
against their respective moneyers, with the exception 
of the * PANS” type, wi are left in doulit on this point, 
This comage used to be nnhesitatinely siren to Rufts, 
because the two stars which appesr upon it also occupy 
tle same plate on the great seal of that king. This 
at first sight appears 4“ very strong reason for their 
ippropriation, anil we can hardly wonier at most of 
the older writera upun coins adopting it. If it was only 
the workmanship upon which the question turned, it is 
su manifestly related to the preovdiny type, anil so 
entirely unlike Wks 2950, upon which the stars agnin 
appear, that a glance would carry the conviction that 
they are separated by a considerable period. The comet 
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depicted upon the Bayeux tapestry, whieh: is illing 
the Saxons with astonishment and fear, waa regardei 
aa the precnmor of events which feil to the civer- 
Hirow of the perjured Harold, and tle imposition of 
the foreign yoke upon the necks of his people. The 
author of the Annales Woverlotenses is particularly carefal 
to record dll the astronomical plienomens which came 
under hiy oleervation. After reconling the coronation 
of William and the submission of the Saxons to lin, 
he says, *Qood Cometa ingens in exordiy ejnsdem 
anni designaverat; unde dictum est, 
“ Hoe pi Sno igi hiaqne tricenn, 
qi i 
aes aoe ease een: 

Considering, therefore, that this heaven-sent messenger 
of victory for the Normans had been vittchsafed, the 
only woniler is thut AMUng SO Mmuny suggestive types 
it did sot uppear sooner. Irony this: time oR it 
evidently became a favonrite lade of the Norman 
kings. Surely Henry of Huntingdon mnst have hul 
this coin in his mind when, at the conclusion of his 
acconnt of William's reigu, he pens the lines— 

“What though, like Casar, nature failed 
To give thy lrow its fairest grave | 


Thy bright carver a comet hailed, 
And with ite Jnstre wreathed thy face.”

tasued Willian bad just quelled ihe inmanrrection of 


Ralph do Guader and his companions, and Earl Waltheof 
inl ymid the penalty of Leingr assomintell with them. 
The star of the Normans was still to be in the ascendant, 
eo that the only course for the disaffected people to follow 
was to submit to the augury with the best grace they 
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could, aa destractiom was sure to fall pon the rebollions. 
‘An event which may have recalled the previous comet 
is wlie chroniclod by the anthor‘of the Annales Waverine- 
weet niles date of 1077. Tt is a8 follows; * Dominica 
Palmaram circa horam sextum seretio coolo stella appa- 
rit,” From the wording of this account it seems likely 
thit the heavenly visitor was a brilliant meteor rather 
thon a comet, ag usually the direction and size of the 
tnila of these Intter holies: are carefnily recorded. As 
this appesrance occurred in the spring of the year, and 
our present type wonld not be issned until September, 
there wonll le ample time for the preparation of the 
dies, and, coupled with the remembrance of the previous 
comet, it would form a very useful oma for the 
Monqueror to plage beford his subjecta. A glance at 
the table of finds given above (p, Liq), will ahow 
the: strange fuct that this type has nover been recorded. 
iit having been found with any of the previons ones. 
At present it forms «dividing line. Whether this was 
the effect of the monetayium, as suggested by Mr. 
Anew, or net, must by deciiled in the light of future 
At Beaworth it was the companion of Hks. 250 and 
40, which may be vonsidered one type tor present 
purposes, and 241, 242, and 245.

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Zhe reason for  retum from a fall fice of the 
sovereign fo a profile is not altogether clear.

Andrew's suggestion, that thy change marks the yuitit 
from which the old coinage veases tu. be current appears 
to have mnch in its fayour, In this case its effect would 
be te remove from circulation the (rst type of the reign, 
ks, 233, and all the soins of tho Confessor aud Harold, 
which, as the City of Londan hoard shows, atill formed o 
lange proportion of the cnrency. It does not, however, 
enlighten us.e4 to the complete severance hetwoen. the 
lirst four types, which has been maintained in all our 
recorded finds. 

This type anil its milo may be mecounted the rarest 
belonging to William I, the number yatsined by the 
British Musetim from the Beawarth hoard being cleven 
of 209 and six of 240, ‘There was also ona af tle latter 
amongst the coins presented to the Winchester Museum, 
and no doybt more were amongst the coins which never 
found their way to the National Collections their pro- 
portion-to the other types must, however, have been very 
small It seems hard to believe that a coinage which 
preceded the great “PANS” issne should have Leen 
so limited. As’ the eountry was now settling down, 
ereater Wemand wank! exist for money, and upon the 
liext type almost every available mint was amployel to 
supply it But the fact remaing that, so far as our 
present knowledge goes, type 239 was prosent at 
Benworth in even less numbers than its predecessor 238, 
ft did not appear at Tamworth, which contained thirty of 
the “PAXS” iamo, nor at Shillington, where only one 
of that type appewred; and ontil a further diseovery 
erilightens us, it remains somewhnt of a nimismatic 
puzzle, Itsdunition was probably from a.m.

We now come to a type whiel: has boen a fraitiul 
sourte of controversy amongst tmmismatists, not ¢nly a 
to which Gf the two soversigns bearing the name of 
William it belongs, but also as to the meaning of tlie 
‘word P%xs,; which forms part of its reverse type. 
Many conjectures haye been hazarded, but T venture: to 
think that none has been put forward lich lias hoon 
fwonil sufficiently convincing to watiefy the minds of 
thonghtinl numiamatiatea, With negand tu the identi- 
eation of the king, who waa the Teinor af this type, I 
need nbt reeapitulate Mr, Andrew's argument, founded 
pon the evidence af the mints of Dorham™ ad Bath, 
by which ho ounelusively proves it to lave been 
William I This evidence is atrengthoned by that of 
‘other mints, bat as it equally relates to the first type of 








William U1, in order to save recapitulation, it shall be 


considered at the close of the description of this type, 
which T beliove to be the last jasneil by the Conqueror. 
Let us now examine the reverse typo, regarding whirh 
so many theories have been broached. The worl ?A* on

established between that monarch and Edlund Ironside, 
with which theary he does not agree. 

Ho, however, Joes not appear to have had any very 
lecided views of his own, but leans towards an evelesi- 
astical significance: Mr. Crowther, in E801, believing the 
“PAXS” coins to belong to William I, considered theas 
ty beteken his peaceful accession to the throne nf’ his 
futher. With this view I cannot agree, as, although 
William hastened to England before the breath lw left 
his father’s body, and was speedily crowned throagh 
the influence of Lanfranc, ho had to fight immediately 
agningt aminst formidable puith din of Norman nobles 
headed by his Unele Qdo, who were anxious that both 
Normandy and England shoul! be uniteil under the 
sway of his brother Hobert, Having defeated and

Again, in 18), the late Mr Packe concluded: that this 
eoinere was struck by Rifas purposely to be dispensed 
in diims to the different objects Lenetited under the 
Conqueror’s will, and that the word PAX hetokened a 
pions wish for the repose of his soul.

the peace might be better observed than it hail heen, 
and the nation: more thoronghly welded into one. Under 
the strong hand of Atheletan, we have « letter add- 
dressed to his subjects about avo. 020, and given in 
Birch's Chortulariun Saxonioum, val. ii. O78; Tt eom- 
niences; “Ego Ethelstanus rex notifieo vyobia sicut 
uinotnit mihi quad pax postr pejus observata est quam 
mihi placeat,” ete. 

This communication from the king seems to have 
heen under consideration, as it drew the following reply 
from tho Bishops, Therts, Earls, ane Villains of Kent. 
assembled in council at Faversliam: “Secundum est de 
pave nostra quam omnis popnius teneri desiderat. Stent 
apuil Greatteloian sapientes tui posnerunt et sicttt etiam 
nunt dictum est in eoucilio apud Fefresham.” (op, cit., 
p. 679},. A similar conncil seems to have been held at 
Lenilon, which also ratified the former agreement. It i= 
taken from Honerd™ under the hending of “.!udicia 
Civitatis Londonie,” anil is as follows: * Hoc est eonsilium 
qnod Episeopi d& Prefecti, qui.ad curiam Londinensem 
pettinebant, edixerant, et juramentia conlirmavernnt, in 
nostris feeileratornm sodalitiis, tam comites quam colom, 
preter jure ila que ad Greatanleam & ad Exoniam, & 
ad Thonresfoldam constituta erant."

With the Conquest it became ® qnestion of Norway 
ogainst Englishman, for all distinctiona uf rece were 
speedily lost in fice of the common foe, and «0, as Honan 
lop, elf, vol. fi. p. 39) tersely pats it: “The King’s 
peace became the safeguard whinh protected the parsons 
who formed his ‘court, the prineipit! highwars,-and the 
possessions Of the immediate vassals of the crown.” Tn 
Aknighton’s Chromivon, under dite of the Conqueror’s 
fourth year, there is an account of a couneil, at whieh « 
jury of twelve was appointed to make a idlizest of the 
English laws. In this he includes an account of the times,

the injury he might have received from-him,” ‘This con- 
temparury opinion from a not too partial eritic is valuable. 
The frigmeut of the fulsome epitaph preserved by 
Grizot also n-echoeds the sime theme: “ All regret thiy 
marvellous exploits, thy bounty, thy wars, tliy peace.” 
Orderic, speaking of William's lest days, ssys, “Tle 
languished during six weeks in great -snfforing, the 
enemies of pouce rejoicing, aa they promised themeelves 
liherty to steal and carry off the goods of others.” An 
interesting example of later dete of the proclamation 
of the king's pesce is: given in the Chroniea Majorwm 
et Vieoomitanm Loadoniarwm. After the battle of Lewes, 
Henry HH and his brother, the King of the Romans, 
being brooglit prisoners to London, « proclamation of the 
kitg’s peate wus immediately made, anil in the next 
yeut was repeated jor:a longer period. It is afterwards 
explained that “the Earl of Leicester did what be liked 
with the seal of the king, anil with all: things pertaining 
to the kingdom of England.” Ttas also remarkuble that 
in Domesday the accounts of the cities of York, Chester, 
ami Oxford are all accompanied by a reference to the 
ponulties attached to the breach of the. king's peace, 
The York entry commences: “Pax dat mann regis vel 
sigillo ej si fuerit infracta : regi solfim® emendatur p. ATL 
ant. qdq, honit.

existed in Bogland, The rode Northumbrians, who had 
Hictated, to the Confessor who should be their earl, hail 
recently shown by the murder af Bishop Walcher thot 
their spirit was still unbroken hy all the Conquerur’s 
severity.

If this: is not so, what rafeon dtr con thera be for 
the appearance of this word on money of the tive previous 
reigus? diawkins’ suggestion that upon Canute's éoin 
it lod reference to the peace between Edmund and him- 
eelf ts tho only possible ocension on which it micht 
probably ovenr. The reigns of Harold and Harthacnut 
fer no such motive, so far ae we know. The Confessor, 
although free from Tanish invasions, hal to deal with 
the intrigues of Godwin and his sons, which kept the 
country in # continual state of unrest; and during 
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Harold's short-lived occupation of the throne Ine atten- 
tion was entirely takes up with snpporting his position 
by thesword. Under these ireumstances the almonition 
to keep the king's peace. was far more applicable, und to 
my mind affords the only solution of the diffienlty.

ROMAN BRONZE COINAGE FROM B.C. 45-3. 
(Soo Matos NIL—XIV,} 


Iv his work on the coinave of tha Roman Republic, 
M. Babelon has deseribed @ nomber of bronze coins, 
which were struck during the second half of the first 
century tL¢.,uni the issue of which he assigns to districts 
onteide Italy, As, however, M. Babelon has classified 
the oomage of the Republic under families, 72. under the 
varions. genfes, to which the moneyers and others who 
issned such coins belonged, the descriptions of these coins 
are scatierad throughont the two volumes of his work, 
The object of this paper is to bring all these outlying 
issues together; and by describing with them the bronze 
michey strick af the mint at Rome to obtain a general 
view of the Roman bronze coinage of that period. The 
dates and elossification which I shall adopt, and which 
vary in many particulars from those proposed by M. 
Babelon, gre not onginal on my part, but ore formniled 
on Oount de Ralis’s arrangement of the Roman Nepublican 
series in the Brithh Museum, This arrangement is 
chronological and geographical, ic. showing the sequence 
of the various issues ans] the districts in whieli they wore 
struck. Unfortunately, Connt de Salis did not leave 
any tiemorania which wonld explain the system of his

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classification or give his reasons for asgigning partienlar 
coins to particular dates and localities. He is-generally 
supposell to have relied chiefly on fabric and style, andl 
on historical evidence, when it wes available. In my 
work connected with the catalogue of the Homan Ro- 
publican coins in the British Musenm, now in course 
of compilation, it has heen clear to me that Connt de 
Salis did mot base Lis arrangement solely on style and 
historical evidenes ; but that he wave full consideration 
to the very material data afforie:! by finds of coms, Of 
his researches in this direction he hus alay left no trace 
except a few notes on some of the later finds. 

The Koman bronze comage, of which it is proposed to 
give some weconunt in this paper, was not coufined to the 
issues of the Roman mint; by far the greater purt of 
it was struck outside Italy, In order to realize the 
conditions under which these issmes were strick, a brief 
outline of the circumstances which led up to them will 
he first given. 

When the silver coinage, consisting of the denarina, 
quinarias, and sestertios, was introdiieed into ome in 
B.C, 268, the bronze currency was of the triental standard, 
ie. the as weighed four ounces. Provious-to that date 
the libral, or twelve-ounee standard, had been in use" 
At the end of the firmt Pnnio War, tie tite, Bo. 240, 
the aa was°reduced from four ouncea to two: and this 
ttardlard jis called the sextantal. ti the libra) series 
all the cot were cast; in the triental some wore cust 
whilst othera were atrack; but in the sextantal all the 
ilenominativns were serach. ‘This last Last change im the 
stanlan! of weight of the bronze coinage did not alfsot

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the silver; but it is to this period that may be assigned 
the issue of the first Homan golil nioney consisting of 
aixty, forty, and twenty sestertii pieces, Pliny* says 
that these gold coins were struck {ifty-une years after 
the introdnetinn of the silver coins, ie. cire, 2.0, 217: but 
the coins themselyes show that this statement of Pliny 
cmmot be wecepted, for we find that they bear precisely. 
the sume symbols'a2 are met with on the early (denarii 
ao on the bronze coins of the sextantal standard, which 
must have been struck before n.c. 217. A special gollil 
issne of this nature wos wt this period not a sign of 
national prosperity, but rather of adversity; and it is 
possible therefore that Home, hard presseil by the atrain 
of her late war with the Carthaviniana, and needing money 
to meet her necessities and for the payment of her troops, 
made use for that purpise of the gold bullion which was 
in hertreasury* De Salis was of opimion that these gulil 
coins were struck-at Home as well a3 at the local mints; 
‘ani to the former he assioned those pieces which ure of 
fine faliric atid which are without aymbola; whilst those 
with symbols, which are all of somewhat rude fabric, he 
hos given to the latter, The establishment of local 
mints for the issue of silver coins of the Raman standaril 
and types had taken place some few years previonsly.

No further change occurred in the bronze money till 
bc. 217, when it was again reduced in weight, this time 
foun uncial standarl, Le. with the as weighing one ounce, 
Fot over a century there was a large nutpyut of bronze 
money, but it fell off very considerably during the later 
years of the second century nc, and the issues became 
‘Yery intermittent and the coins were yery much below their 
‘proper standard weight. Ti me, 88 6 half-ounce standard 
Was ailopted, and lastly, circ. pc, 80 for some reason 
diffienlt to explain, the issne of bronze monty at the 
Roman mint ceased entirely, not to be revived, exceyit 
for one short interval in p.c. 45-44 (see p. 224), till 
quite the end of the eentury. This sndden ceseation 
may bave been due to one of two reasons, either to the 
dearth of copper or else to the large coinage which had 
token place in the second century 4.0,, but itis difliculs 
to attribute it to the former cirenmatance, 08 at this time 
the copper mines were in active operation. Stich a sudden. 
oesation of w& eturrency ia tot without parallels, even 
in quite modern times. In England, for instanse, with 
the exception of a small issue in 1787, no silver money 
was coined between 1760 and 181i. 

During the perio! mo. 217-80 changes occurred in 
the silver money. ‘Tho issue of the sestertins ceased 
some years before £0, 217, when the denarins was ro- 
duced from ;4y to fy of the Roman pound, and it ja vory 
doubtful whether the. (uinarius, at all events at Rome,

An 
endeavour will be made to show their chronological 
aeijuence, their current values, and more especially to 
ascertain the standard or standards of weight on which 
they were based. . 

The order in which the various districts will he taken 
will be (1) the East; (2) Spain; and (3) Gaul, to ba 
followed Ly an account of the bronze money strack at 
Home in the first century nc. after the temporary cess 
tion of the coinage in vc. 80. We have selected this 
order na if fa in the main chronological, and because it 
will give usa better idea of the growth of the standards 
of weight. Of Sicily, Africa, and the Cyrenaica, there 
ave no bronze colus known which come within the Roman 
system. ‘There are many which were iginod by oman 
magistrates, but, as they are of local standards, they do 
tit CONCEIT 15. 

In. order to ascertain the various denominations in 
nuiny instinees anil thins to-arrive at their qurrent values, 
it was found nevessary to obtain analyses of the metals of 
wliich they are eamposed. These nnulyses, of which a 
table is given at the end of this paper, have beet 
nude most kindly by rofestor W. Gowland, of the 
Royal Colloge of Science, and Tam deeply grateful to

It will be seen that the above coins form three separate 
ceries: (i.) thot issued in the name of Mark Antony by 
various moneyers, #8. O-52; (it,) that struck by Pabtina 
Canidius Crassus, nc. G1; and (iii) that struck in the 
name of Octavina, first a Caemir, 5.¢, 20-27; secondly as 
Anguish, 4,0, 27-18. 

Apart from any. evidence which may be afforded by 
the history of the moneyers, there le no difflenlty in lixing 
the approximate dates of the coins of Antony. He wos 
cos, |, nc.

Bahrfeldt doubts the sccurmey of Morollis ileeerijtion, 
ani) scexpta’ rather that of Mionnet, with the result 
that it leaves us with no coin of Antony recording his 
second imperatorship., Lf, however, Moralli’s reading of 
the inscription is correct, as this aureus wus struvk at 
Athens by Antony, in the winter of sc. 39, upon his 
hearing of the news of the first victory of Venti:diue, 
and the death of Labienus, it would be in that year 
that Antony assumed his second imperatorship. It was 
at this time that Ventilius was proclaimed imperador, 
and as Antony considered himself as the howl of his

which year they crossed to Ttaly, where a rupture, which 
had taken place between Antony anil Octavius, waa 
healed by the mediation of Octayia. After renewing the 
triumvirate with Octavius in ec. 36, Antony returned to 
the Eust; but he soon sent back Octavia to her brother, 
and not long afterwards surrendered himself entirely to 
the charms of Cleopatra. 
Toming to thee who were authorized by Antony to 
strike bronze coins in his name, we have four so-called 
moneyers, L. Atratinos, L. Dibuliig MP. wand ML Oppina 
Capito, who were praefectt classis, anil C, Fonteins 
Capito, who wes proprastor, The letters F..c. (fandom 
curavit) which sometimes follow their names and titles, 
are a record of their authority for exercising this 
privilege. A few data of these monoyers, which will 
explain the eequetce of the issues, may be given.

_ The coins of M. Oppine Capito illostrate the irregn- 
larities which ut this tine oecasioually oeeurred in inserip- 
tiona giving the titles of Antony. We may presume 
that all the coins of Oppiuy Uspito were struck at or 
about the samo time, and after Antony hai entered on his 
third consul-slesignateship ; yet on zome bo has only the 
titles IMP. COS. DES.. on others IMP. COS. DESIG. ITER. 
ET TEAT.; whilst on o thir! sot we gut bis full titles, IMP. 
TER.COS DES. ITER. ET TER. ‘'hesé show clearly, that 
fur the date of the coins we must not implicitly rely on 
their legends. 

O, Fonterus Capito was is frienil of Mark Antony, and 
accompanied Maccenas to Greece in nc. 27, when the 
Jutter was sext by Octavius to Antony to restore frienlahip 
hetween tham.

Tt wos probably on this oceasion that he was appointed 
propraetor in Syria, und in virtoe of that office issued the 
cvins which bear his name. In n.c, 36, be was sent by 
Antony to Cleopatra, to persuade her to come to Syria 
He wus coteul sujfectus bc, 35, with M', Avilius; his son, 
who bore the same name, being consul pc. 12 Though 


the coins of Capito bear the (ith of ime. only, itis 
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probable that they were issnel some time during 
Antony's thin] imporatorship. [¢ has been ahown from 
the coins of M, Oppins Capito, which precede those 
of ©, Fonteins Capito, that the anmber of the im- 
poritorship is sometimes omitted. We would therefore 
place the issue of his coins at efre. nc, 87, and uot os 
M. Babelon™ does in mc, 09, a5 it was in the former 
yeur that Maecenas went ta Greece to bring about s 
reconciliation between Octavius and Antony.” 

This completes our account of those who struck 
bronze coing in the name of Antony; but before pro- 
ceeding to the other coins of this series a few remarks 
may he made about those issued by L, Bibults, on which 
we trace the portrait of Cleopatra instead of that of 
Octavin, and on some of which he is described ws PRO- 
sic. (propradter Steifiae)** NL. Babelon™ describes one of 
these coins (No, 22), anil identifles the female portratt on 
the obverse ns that of Octavian as on the other coins 
af Gibulus, and ou referring to those with PRO. SIC. 
(Nos. 25-26) cays, “On @ publis, A la auite i’ Eckhel, une 
autre pidce sur laquelle 1. Bibulos prendrait le titre 
de PRO. SiC. (jproconsul Sreilite); nous regardona cette 
lécetde insolite comme me altération de PR. DESIG. 
(pructor designains)." It is evident from the legend 
IMP. TER. COS. DES TER. that these coins belong to 4 
later date. than others strack by Bibulus, and that they 
were issued, during or after Antony's second consulship 
and during his third consal-designateship, i.e. hetwoun 
no. Stand 32. Ourdescriptions are taken ftom Vaillant’s 
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Mustrations,™ as the wherosbouts of these coins appears 
at present to be unknown. Though their gennineni 

has been doubted, and the accuracy of Vaillant’s descrip- 
tions questioned, it seems impossible to imagine that 
so learned and experienced a tumismatist coald have 
wrentel the legends i i the manner {LT TOSEL 4 , especially 
as same of the cvins are figured in beth his works cited. 
Moreover, the female portrait as given by Vaillant 
differs from that on the coins which bear undoubtedly 














the head of Octavia, as it ia diademed, and the features 


are not thoso of Octavia, but mther of Cleopatra, as on 
tle denarii with ber portrait and that of Antony on the 
obverse, which commemorate the conq teat of Arnienia in 
#0, 4 and which were probably issued in the following 
year™ As it is to this date that the coins of Dibulna 
must be attributed, the portrait is more prolubly that of 
(Cleopatra than that of Ovtevia, whom Antony had for 
wuwine tine esertel Wo wre therfore inelined to 
the opinion that thes coins figured by Vaillant 
ate nocurately deseribed, and that they were strack by 
Bibulus efre, 0.0, 03-32, at which time, in addition to his 
allice as proefeetus claené, Le was appointed by Antony 
propractor in Sicity, and that, in order to. gain 
favour with Cleopatra, le substituted her portrait for 
that ef Octavia, which he lad formerly, like the other 
moneyers of Antony, placed on some of his coins, 
Who the Crassus waa who struck the coins attributed 
to ne, 51 (Nos. 27, 25), is a little nncertain. Cavedoni™ 
proposed to identify him with M. Cantding Crassus, the 
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proquaestor of M. Cato, who was propraetor of Cyprus 
in uc, 57, and to attribute to him the coin with the 
hoad of Apollo and the fasces (No. 28), which he thought 
might have been struck in that island, In this identi- 
feation M. Babelon™ concurs, but I oannat accept his 
reasons; and he further auggests that the other coin 
with the erocodile and the prow (No. 27) may he given 
to the eame district, on account of the strong Egyptian 

Another identification of this moneyer, and upparently 
a more probable one, is with P. Canidins Crnssus, who was 
with Lepidus in Ganl, 2.0, 43, when Antony wus com- 
pelled to seek refuge there; waa consul swfectus with L. 
Cornelius Balbns, p.c. 40, and a little later one of the 
legates of Antony, whom he accompanied in his cum- 
paign against the Parthians, He remaiued in Armenia, 
and carried on the war after the departure of Antony, 
bat in 2.0, 82 he received orders to repair at once to the 
Moditermnean to aasist in the stroggle against Octavins. 
Being in command of the land forces, he was oply a 
spectator of the battle of Actium, after whieh he followed 
his chief to Alexandria, where, in Bo. 90, by order of 
Octavius, he was beheaded. After the death of Antony, 
Crassus appears to have been in charge of the young 
Cacsarion, the son of Jnling Caesar and Cleopatra, There 
ia weoin of that young king having on the obverse the 
head of Cybele and the legeml MTOAEMAL., and on the. 
reverse « crocodile af practically the same form a that on 
the cain above deseribed, anil above it KPAS (mop. It is 
therefore evident that the coins given above and hearing 
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the ane af CRAS. of CRA, may be attributed to. this 
Crassus, imi that they were probably struck shortly 
betsea' or after the death of Antony 
‘The remaining coins which are classed to the East ure 
those issued by Octuyine wa Caesar or as Angustus. They 
are n oF three groupe: (i.) those on which he has the title of 
Caesar (CAISAR), B.0. 29-27; (ii) those struck after he 
received the name of Augustus in m0.

EAC in the East is evident from their fabric, and also 
from the circumstance that they are penorally found 
ae though cecasionally specimens have been picked 
up elsewhere, even in England. With none of these 
attributions doe M. Froshner “ agree; but he suggests 
that the letters C. A. are not the initials of « city, but the 
initial letters of the legend Commune Asiae (= Koivdp 
‘Agiag) denoting that these coina, like the medallions or 
eistophori with the logetill COM. ASIAE, were struck for 
ourrency in the union of the Asiatic cities, which 
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celebrated the cult of Rome and Augustus, We have no 
hesitation jn accepting M. Froshner’s solution aa the 
more probable one, and in further stating that these coins 
were struck to puss in currency, not only with the Toman 
denarii izsned at that time in the aame district, but ulsu 
with the cistophori, tho current value of which was 
equivalent to three denaril. 

As to the meaning or interpretation of the letters A. T, 
which are also found on the reverse on some of the coins 
with c. A (see No. 40), various suggestions have also 
licen made, Pellerin,“ who, as we have seen, gives the 
general series to Herod. the tireat, has attributed these 
coins with A-T to his son Philip the Tetrarch, and 
supposes that he struck them at Caesareia Panias on his 
accession to his father’s throne, and that the lotters A-T 
are equivalent to $30, representing the era of Alexander 
the Cireat, which was adopted by that city at that time. 
fle sives $30 of the era of Alexander to a.u.c, 75], or 
nc. 5, and concludes that these coina were struck im 
that year, De Sauloy“ similarly interprets the letters 
A+ T, and suggests that in attributing the coms to Caesareia 
Arca, where a temple was built ty Alexanier the Great in 
memory of the battle of Issus, we have an era dating 
from the foundation of that temple, which would comeide 
with the death of Alexander, nc. 528. This woulll give 
aw A.D. T for the date of issue of these coins, Viewing 
these letters in the same light, M. Froehner is of opinion 
thai they represent the number of amtonomous ities of 
Asia which forme] the union. It ts not necessary lor me 
to attempt to refute these various suggestions, since they 
are all purely conjectural, und especiully in the case of 
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Pellerin anil of Do Sanlcy, as their attributions of the 
coins to Cuesureia Purias or Caesareia Arca are no longer 
cepted. It may be a small point; but it does not 
ry ppear to have been noticed that there is always a stop 
between the letters AT, a3 AT. which would scarcely hare 
been inserted if they represented a date or ers.. Like the 
Istters C.A., which aecompany. them, Iam more inelied 
to consider them aa initials and denoting marke of value. 

Mr. Head hes drawn my attention toa coin of Midaium, 
in Pbrygia, of the Emperor Dindumenian, which has 
for reverse type a figure of Dionysos and the legend 
MIAAEONB, ‘The letters A and 8 are exceptionally large 
as compared with others in the legend, and Mr, Head 
therefore suggests that we huve here an ingenious way of 
indicating the current value of the piece, £2, two aemria, 
There is alay another coin of an uncertain town in Asia 
Minor, which has on the obverse the head of Augustus, 
us on the coins of the Commune Asiae, and the logend 
piVi- F-avevsTys, and on the reverse o fomaly figure 
enthroned ta front between two other femule fleures, an 
iit the sides the letters Ta, which may be for fria aesaria, 
On imperial coins of Chios we find the legenils ACCAPIA 
AYO, AZEAPIA TPIA, ete, anil as we have seen on the 
eoins of Antony, the numerals 4. 7. 8. A mark the values 
of the sestertins, tripendius,dnponius, and as respectively, 
With such evidence I would saggest that the letters A-T 
on the aboye coins of Augustus may be interpreted 
A(exra) T(pia), or rather Tlerrupa): since the leptou was 
equal in current value to the quadrans, so that four 
lepta would represent the Roman as, which I take the 
coin to be, ow. which these-lotters are found. We there- 
fore have a coin which would not only pass in currency 
with the other Roman pleces struck with it, but would 
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also represent the valoe of pieces of the local currency, 
Cine can only add that the question is atill open to 
further suggestions, 

It would be somewhat speculative to say in what city 
or cities these coins bearing the head of Augustus were 
struck ; but similarity of fabric anil style suggests that 
they may have smunnted from the same mints as the 
eistophori, ench as Pergamum, Smyrna, or Ephesus, or 
eve all three. As slight differences in style in the 
bronze coins show that they were issued from more than 
ane place, we would attribute to different mints those «af 
Augustus with © A, within wreath on the reverse, and 
those with a wreath enclosing the legend avGVSTVs (ee 
Now 35, 30), This view is somewhat supported by the 
unalyses of the meta! of the coins, which we shall give 
lutor on, 

‘Turning now to the denominations of the bronze money 
‘struck in the East, that of M. Antony shows five i 
uinber, the sesterting, tripondius, dupondias,a,and semis. 
‘These usually distinguished severally by the murks 
‘of value—a (= 4 oxeos), Fr (= 3 nases), 8 (= 2 asses), 
A (= 14s), and S (semis, or 4 a5), The reverse type of 
the sestertins is always a quadtiga of hippocamps; the 
other dlen na have a ship or ships, with or without 
4 sail; thas on the tripondins and dnpondios there are 
often two ships; on the as the ship is sometimes without 
a sails but on the semi it never lus a sail. The obverse 
types vary somewhat. On the statertine the heads of 
Antony and Octavia fice each other; on the tripundius 
are the jugate heads of Antony and Octavius facing thet 
of Ovtavia ; on the dupotidins ure the heads of Antony 
and Octavia, oither face to face or jagute; on the as are 
the jugute heads: of Autony and Ootavia, or that of 
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Antony only; and lastly, except in one instance, where 
a janiformed bead of Antony and Octavia is seen, that of 
Antony alone occurs on the semis, On the coins of TL, 
Biliulos, where we would see the portrait of Cleopatra 
instead of Octavia, her head is always met with in com- 
pany with that of Antony, with one exception, where we 
have Antony alone represented. Additional symbols are 
ala» met with on the reverses; on the seitertins there ix 
an alter under the hippocamps, and on tho tripondins a 
triskdixor triquetra. ‘This Inst symbol, together with the 
head of Medusa, occurs in another instance, on the as of 
M, Oppins Capito (see No. 15), With this exception, 
syinbols are not met with on the lesser denominations. 
It haa been thought that the trihelis may denote that 
these bronze coins were struck in Sicily; bnt beyoud this 
there appears.to be no reason for assigning their issue ty 
that district, ond De Salis waa certainly of opinion that 
this was not #0. Hail this symbol been limited to the 
tripondins, another signification might have lean piven to 
it. These marks of yalue and differences of type were 
absolutely necessary where coins of the sume denomina- 
tion varied 20 considerably in weight. 

It may not have been a mere coincidence that the 
séstertins in bronze was introduced in the West as well 
ua in the East about the same time: for itis to n.c, 38 
that we would assign the first appearance of that coin 
in Ganl (see below, p. 224). Both Antony und Octavina 
hol ‘already struck silver coins in their respective 
provinies bearing their names, and it would almost 
appear as if on their mesting in Italy in o.0, 40 some 
compact ar arrangement was made for supplying thease 
districts with a bronze money which would poss in 
currency with that of gold and silver. 
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The weights of the individoal denominations show con- 
aiderable variation ; and as the British Museum presesses 
an almost complete series of the coinuge of M. Oppins 
Capito, it may be referred to as a representative one. 
From these eoins it will be seen that in round figures 
the sestertius weighs 410 gra.; the tripondina, do0-050 
ors; the dipindins, 263-08 pra, > and the as, O8—D4 gre. 
Reckoning the Roman pound at S40 ens, these weights

The coins of Augustus: issned by the Conunwne Asiae

that these pieces, and those struck in the name of the 
Commune Aste, emanated from different places. This 
opinion is borne out by theie fabric, In spite of their 
eantaining # larger percentage of pure copper, it would 
appear that coins as Nos, 34, 35, the heavier of which 
weigh above 200 ers., represont the dupondins, and: those 
as No. 86, weighing somewhat under 400 gra, the 
sesterting, This would again give ua a semuncial 
etandard. 

Only ond further remark will be made in connection 
with this coinage of Angustus, which ia that No. 37, 
with the oak-wreath flanked by two laurel-branches on 
the reverse, was evidently the prototype of the sestertius 
to be strock a few years later at the Roman mint—a 
further sign that the coinage introduced circ. pc.

The bronze coins struck in Spain are of three series: (1.) 
those issued during the war with Cnucus Pompey, to. 
46-45; (iL) those struck by Sextus Pompey aid his 
legate M. Eppius, 5.0. 45-44; and (iiL) those issued by 
DP. Qarisius, the legate of Augustus, 1.c, 28-22. 

Of those engaged in the issue: of these coins the 
following data may be given. 

Chama Poupey, alter the defeat und death of his father, 
took refuge in Corcyra and thence went to Africa, where 
he was joineil by hie brother Sextua. Being desirous of 
securing Spain for the Pompeian party, Cnaene landed 
there early in nc. 46, and was at first opposed by

‘The coins struck in Spain, which bear the name 
of Angustus, wero issued by his legate and propractor 
DP. Carising, whom he sent there in p.c. 25 to Suppress a 
revolt of the Astures and Cantabriang. (Cwrisins was 
saecessitl and took their chief town Lancis, in com- 
memoration of whieh vietory he strack mmerous denarii 
(see Babelon, vol. i, pp. 318-220). In nc, 23 he founded 
the city of Emerita in Lusitania, in honour of Angustus, 
giving it the name of Augusta Emerita, which he 
colonized with the veterans of the Fifth an! Tenth 
Legions, whose term of service had expired (emeritus) 
af the close of the Cantabrian war. It waa on this 
cecasion that Uurisiuk struck the bronze coins which 
bear hit name and that of bis chief, and on some of 
which he gives-a bird's-eye view of his newly fonniled 
city. The date of the issue of these coins is farther 
contirmed by the obverse legend, as it was in Bc. 23 
that Augustus was first invested with the tribunitian 
power. There were other coins struck at Emerita of this 
time bearing the head of Augustus, but, being. without 
the mame of Carisius, they ure generally claased with the 
Spanish series. 

From their type we may assume that all the bronze 
coing struck by Cussus and Sextus l’ompey, and the 
latter's legate Eppins, wh, as wo have shown, may have 
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acted in that capacity for Owesar, are asses, The analysis 
abows that they are composed of 71 per cent. copper, 
07 tin, and 193 lead, which would give us an as 
of the unelal standar!, 4 singular return to a standard 
which had long been abandoned in the Roman monetary 
system. This cireumstance, however, can bo easily 
explained. DBaetiea, in which province Cnaeus «nd 
Sextus Pompey struck their silver money, wos a region 
especially rich in copper, the most famous mines being 
at Cotinse in the Mons Marianas (Sierra Morena). 
The Rio ‘Tinto mines, which were also worked in 
antiqnity, wore probably newrly aa rich.” With such 
a plentifal supply of metal it is not astonishing that 
little care was used in adjusting the copper coin to the 
night standard, and in adopting the uncient type of 
ne as the value of the coin made itself at once 
parent. A retum to the proper standard, however, 
was mule, when some twenty years later Carisins strack 
his coins in honour of the foundation of the new city, 
Augusta Emerita, for it it evident that we lave in these 
pieces the copper as of the semunciil standard, although 
ab analysis hes not heen mode of them, The colour 
of the metal leaves no doubt on this point.

There is no difficulty im fixing the approximute date 
of the coins which) show on the reverse the altar of

was the birthday of Claudius, the-son of Drisus, who hail 
been-instrumental in its erection.

Tt has bean generally held by those interested in the 
eatlier coindges of Rome: that after the cessation of the 
issue of bronze money in nc. 80.no further one in this 
motal took plaice till the reappearance of the moneyers’ 
names towards the end of the century. The first re-issue 
of bronve snonsy under the revival of the old custom is” 
usually placed: sire, nc, 1, De Salis, Wowever, had 
classed to Rome an intermediate coinage or roinages, 
which ate generally attributed to local issues, i.e, to 
Spain, The pieces referred ty are those struck ly 
C. Clovins and Q. Oppins (Nos. 98 and 4-6; Babelon, 
vol. i. p S60, No. 11, and vol. ii, p. 276, Nos. 1,2). The 
recent diseoyery of a bronze coin struck by L. dnnatius 


Planena (see No. 1) 28 prae/petus wrlis, similar in obverse 


type to the coin of Clovins, lias econfirmel De Salis's 
classification.” It is ovident, therefore, that at this 
period an attempt was madi to resnacitate a bronze 
currency at Rome, and that, a5 the attempt was not 
a success, it waa not continued. It is very satiafactory 
to find that De Salis’é classification has received this 
confirmation. 

A few portionlars of the three prasfecti urbis who 
sought to bring about this reform may uot be without 
interest, and may throw some light on the coins them- 
salves which are of the years mc.

OF ©. Clovius, who was one of the six praafeoti urbia 
with Munens in pic. 40-45, not much is known. Owing 
to his coins having been classed to Spain, it has been 
wormised that he served under Caesar in the Spanish 
war ard ested as his praefect there: but there is no 
other eround for this supposition. Te was yovernor of 
(isalpine Gaul in ac. 44; consul anffvetua in a.o. 29,

mint as those of L. Munatins Planens: that is ot Rome. 
Tt is quite possible that Clovins, like Planeus, strick 
uleo gold coins; but mp to the present these-have not 
been met with. 

Vf the coms of Plancus and Clovins are classed to 
Rome, those of (). Oppins, from similarity of workmanship, 
miis! be place there alao, De Salis did not consider 
Oppius to be one of the six pracfecti wrbis appointed by 
Julius Caesar during nc, 46-45; but he hes concluded 
that he held office in the following year, mo. 44. As 
hothing is known of Oppius beyond the scanty informa- 
tion supplied by his coins, De Salis’s reason fur placing 


them to that year seems to be based on the difference of 


the obverse type, ic. the omission of the name of Julius 
Caesar, Ifatuny time golil or silver coins bearing the 
name of Oppins should come to light, they probably 
would supply us with the data wo nead. 

Besides the coinaye in silver of the quatuorviri of the 
mint for mo, 44, who wera E. Buca, M. Mettins, P. 
Sepallins Macer,and C. Cossutins Muarilianus, there were 
tle special issues of the aurens struck by the pracfects 
1, Cestiva and (. Norbunus.! by order of the Senate. 
'To these coins we must now add those of Q. Oppins. The 
reverse type of his coins evidently refers to the snecesses 
of Julins Caesar in the previons year; Victory being

0. 27 a5 Augustus. When tho monsyers’ names ayasin 
appear we find that thoir nimber has been reduced to 
three, os Before mo. dh It ta very probable that in 
these issues of nC. 36-17 we may. trace the origin of the 
exclusive rights afterwards exercised by the Roman 
Emperors over the gold und ailver coinage. 
M, Babelon, Mommsen, and others have fixed upon 1.0. 
2) as the probable date poof the reappearance of the 
mongyers’ names on the Roman coins in gold and silver ; 
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hut they assert that the issue of bronze money was not 
resumed till ac. 15, Whilst agreeing with these numis- 
matisia in aseribing the first re-issue of the bronze money 
to ne. 15, De Salis, however, dates the revival of the 
moneyers’ names on the gold and silver coins to the 
previous year, viz nc 16. ML Babelon * is‘of opinion that 
when once the bronze coinage was again introduced, thoep 
of gokl and silver ceased until the moneyers’ names were 
again finally excluded from appearing on the coms We 
may, however, teasonably suppose that when the custom 
of placing the moneyers’ names on the coins was resumed, 
all money issued from the Roman mint, unless specially 
dosignated, would bear their mark, i. names, [f we aceept 
this view, not only is it possible to fll up the period 
botween Ko 20-17 with a considerable series of gold 
anil silver coins, which could only havo been struck 
then, bat we shall have als a regular trinmvirate of 
monoyers year hy year from 1.0, 18 to nc, 4; except in 
the list two years, when, for some inexplicable cate, 
we meet with the names of four moneyers who, however, 
still designate themselves “ trinmviri.” 

With two exdéaptions, viz. M. Sanquinius and P. Stolo 
(p.c. 12), the moueyers who struck gold and silver did 
not issue- bronze money, and vice cerat, those who struck 
bronze id not issue gol and silver, although they 
still deseribed themselves aa “triumyiri for easting anil 
striking in bronze; silver, and gold." De Salis did not, 
like M. Babelon, consider that the issue of gold and 
silver money ceased when that of bronze was resumed, 
lint was of opinion that the issues in the different metals 
were intermittent, To show the order in which hw placed

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their sequence, the names of those who struck gold and 
silver; with their dates of office, have been inserted in 
the list of ceins given above. 

There is little, if uny, historical evidence which would 
wooount for this return fo a former nsage of the mint at 
Rome; but it is possible that when. Augustus left for 
Gaul in ac. 16 he contemplated thut his absence would 
extend over & consilerble period, and that, m orler to 
ensure # regular issue of money from the mint, he 
ordered the moneyers to resume the practice of placing 
‘their names on their coins oan guarantee to the prublie 
‘against being suppliod with any of impure metal or of 
light weight. As it happened, Augustus did not retorn 
‘to Home for nearly four years, and when he did come 
‘hack the coins show that he allowed the new regulations 
to Temain in. force for some time. 

Let us now see what were the denominations of this 
new lines anil copper money: and what was the compu- 
sition of the metal in which it was coined. 

Tt wae under Augustus that the sestertius and the 
"Inpondius were ordered to be struck from yellow copper, 
ic, brass (dpeiyaAkog = orichalonm);™ and wo learn also 
ihat the as and ite divisions were to be of copper without 
alloy? An analysis of the bose metal coins of this period 
absolutely confirms these statements. ‘Taking the various

It is clear from the 
evidence of these two coins that in currency orichalowin 
waa rated at nearly double the value of copper, and, 
‘na the as weighed about 220 gre, the standard was 
sermmncial, the‘same aa was introduced in pc. 88, so thot 
in this respect there was no change. 

‘The smallest denomination of the four is usually con-

In introducing this new coinage, care was taken to 
make some differences in the types of the various de- 
nominations, eo that they might be easily distinguished.

20, flanked by two laurel branches (pro- 
bably denoting the laurel trees which were planted on 
dither sidé af the entrance portico of his house), anil with.

In 7.0, 6 a new obverse type wee introduced for 
the sestertius and the dupemdins, being the head of 
Augustus, but, in order that these coms should not he 
confused with the ag, it is laureate, and behind stands o 

Victory holding a cornucepiar. Aceoriling to De Salis’s 
classification, thé sestertins anil the duponilina were firit 
jean] at Rome in 6.0.15, and the revival of the quadrans 
jock place in ave. 13, and that of the we in pc, 12. 

As so little is known of the history of the momeyers of 
this coinmee, and os whet is known throws practically no 
light on the classification, it ix not necessary to make any 
apecial mention of them. Few appear to have risen to 
any eminence. With one exception, that of Q, Aelins

In this paper I have attempted to show (i.) that when 
the ise of bronze money was in sbeyanee at Rome it 
was nevertheless taking place in some of the princiyml 
provinces; (iL) that thestandard of the bronze money was 
with «ne exception, viz. that of Spain, arrmuricial + (111) 
that in currency orichalcwm was rated at double the 
yale of copper; (iv.) that this metal was first nsed by 
Augustus in the East; and (y.) that when the bronze 
money was resumed in Rome in ic. 1) its issues were 
intermittent with these of gold aul silver. 

The question may be asked why the year 9. 3 hus 
leet given as the last one In which the moneyers 
hames appear on Toman doins This question 1s 
answered by the coins themselves, Inp.c. 2 Augnstns 
revoived the tithe of pater patriac, which, from that date, 
appears on all golil and silver coins struck in his name ; 
lint it never occurs un any coins in any metal bearing 
a moneyer's name, Honea it is clear that all coins with 
the moneyers’ names mtist have been issued prior to 
BG. 2 

It is searcely wevessary to udd that the reform which 
was introduced in 1.0, 2 remained in force unaltered for 
over two hundred and fifty years; the gold and silver 
money being under the control of the Emperor, and the 
eopper and bronze under the jnrisdiction of the Senate. 

In tie appended table of analyses, supplied by Prof.

succeeding reign. The question is, what caused it? 
Some change must have oeeurred at this point. I haye 
referred to Otto the aurifaber at the commencement of 
this paper. When he actually bocame cuneator we do not 
know, bit Orderic tells us that he was appointed to design 
ail tonstrnct the tamb of William TL at Caen, a work 
which would entail mach time and labour, and necessitate 
his thsenee from Haglan, Did he therefore commence 
the engraving of the dies for the new coinage and then 
relinguish it to take up his new. work, after the eom- 
pletion of which hia dieengravitig ceaseil? He may 
have died, ani! the Otte who deceased in L101 may have 
beon tity soy, is the name seems to lave bee continned 
from geveration to generation, ‘lhe mints do not throw 
much light upon the chronology of this type, Txeter, 
is Mr. Androw pinta out, idsues it with two moneyers, 
ine of whom strikes coins of type No. 244, and then the 
mint ceases: during the remainder of Rufus’ migu with 
the death of Paldwin Fitz-Gilbert. Bristol coins with 
une moneyer, but as Bishop Geoffrey was in rebellion 
against Rufue, this probally was a later coin of Fitz- 
Hitmon.. The most curiony case ia that of [ehester, which 
had successfully resisted the attacks of the insurgents, 
who hud devastate the eountry around, There lad never 
heen more than one muneyer coining there at o time, 
when suddenty with this type ai appear.

In the Shillington find were coins of Henry I, showing 
pluinly that these with the name of William inter- 
mixed with them probably belonged t) Rafux The 
sword is still continmod in the king's hand in place of 
the sceptre, and the workmanehip is of the coarse type 
referred to when speaking of Hke. 247, The discovery 
‘of the Tamworth hoard added yery largely to the number 
of mints anil si a previously known of this type, 
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and these have a very slight connection with the names 
found on William I's early coinages, as out of the forty- 
five moneyers whose named have been collected, only two 
ure represented on any type before No. 237, aud as these 
are the constantly recurring ones of EDP/ und SEPINE, 
it ia more than probable that they tlo nat represent the 
same men. ‘The reverse appears to be a reminiscence of 
that of No, 237, substituting a cross pattée for the more 
elegant eross botonnée of the former, showing that the 
was not only losing his originality, but, where 

he alters, he only did so for the worse. There can be 
little doubt abont the sequence of the next type, as 
Hka, 245 is a “mule” with the obverse of this type 
anil the reverse of No. 246. It is of considerable rarity,

We now come to the last coinage of William II. It 
will be noticed that types Nos, 249 and 250 are-claased 
together, the only difference being that on the obverse of 
No. 200 « star is placed at each side of the head, similar 
to No, 238, the reverse in both cases being identical. 

The Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, William of Malmesbury,

Dimming the lust two years, Mr, Ho Hughes-Baller, the 
Superintendent of the Imperis] Gazetteer of Baluchiston, 
which is baing compiled by the Indian Government, has 
from tine to time sent to the British Museum for 
examination euel finds. or collections. of coins as he hus 
leer able to ceonre in Baluthistan. In this way [have 
had the advantage of seme many hondreds of apecimens 
representing: ™ petiod extending from about 300) 3.0, 
down to the present time.

Wo may suppose, then, that the andonbtedly original 
coins of the Seliucid and Bacttian dynasties which are 
represented in the plate, such as nos 9 and 40-25, fnsud 
their way imfo Baliohistan in the cours of SOtnmnerce, 
and that the imitations Tepresented by the other numbers 
were madé by the Iurbarous ‘tribes inhwhiting this 
desolate rogion, from copies supplied hy the coiniges of 
their more civilixed neighbours, just as the earliest sins 
af Gant nod. Britain wery derived from. models auyiilied 
by the golil coins of Philip of Macedon and other widely 
cltenlating Greek and Roman coins. 

Sir John Evang in his ereat work, ©The Coins of the 
Anvient Britons,” hing supplied the clussical example of 
the manner in which o etily of euch imitations, yiewed 
in’ relution to their prototypes, shonlil be conducten, 
and Hwa explain? the gener! laws whiok govern: the 
changes which types undereo when they jas thin wh 
a tumber of stecossive stages of wnintelligent copying. 
These laws. will no doubt be found to hol cud in 
Balichistan, as well usin Gaul and Britain® Whou 
tuany ore specimens af thie class haye been collocted 
wal stodind, it finy moreover be jiissible, tt & similar 
tmunner, to attribote the different yarieties to difieTent 
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looalities ; bat this can only be done if collector in the 


future will follow the eon example of Mr. Hugles- 
Fuller and Mr. Tate, unl keep a careful record of the

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teceivey a Very notural explanation, if, as seeine prolable, 
these rough coins hearing the name of Antiochus oir 
culated in the proviness of Gedrosia und Karaniania, the 
latter of which waa conterminous with the province of 
Persis: It ia therefore quite possible that thesa har- 
lardus ciins may supply. the link which connvets the 
coinage of tha Kings of Persid with jts Seleucid. prota- 

It is fiossible also that these wooing may supply some 
evidence which may be usefal in any uttempt to deter- 
tine the locality of the Seleucid t pes from which they 
are copinl—Obv. THolmeted head of Selencus; Mer, 
Victory crowning 'a trophy. The fact thatthe coins on 
which these types are imitated helong undoubtedly to 
(the eastern proviness uf the Seleucid empire, would surely

In the St place, the coins of Sophytes cannot bu 
‘parted from certain Indian coins whith seem to. be 
derived directly from the Athenian types. ‘Thin clase, 
Spocituens of which are pablished in De. Howl's Catalocjue 
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uf the Coins of Aities,** hus seurcely attracted the 
attention whibh it 1 es, supplying as it does on 
interesting link in the fumiematic history of ancient 
India between the Athenian coins—which seem. te have 
heen carried in the eourse of commerce to the nurth of 
Tidia, ae to so many other distant regions, and to have 
been imitated there when the supply from the Athenian 
Toint begun to fail—anud the doing strock by Sophytes in 
the Chenah Distrivt. On the one hand, it mtains the 
om, type of the Athenian coins—the helmeted head of 
Athene; while, on the other hand, it slows some indeper- 
dence and originality by eubetituting an oagle for the owl 
on the reverse. Tlow very nearly tolated this eons ig 
to ‘that of Sophytes amy be seen by eompariny noe 7 
snd Sof pl- i. i, Indien Cota. The helmeted head of 
_ Athene seoms to have snggested the helmeted heal of 
‘Sophytes, while the workmanship of the reverse types, an 
mle and s cock respectively, is very similar, We havo, 
therefore, three stage represented: (1) Obv. helmeted 
head of Athene; Hew, owl (directly imitated from voins 
of Athen): (2) Gln. helmeted head of Athone; Rev, 
eagle; (3) Gir. helmeted head of Sophytes: Ree. cule. 
Tt seema probable, moreover, that the vofua of Sophytes 
, are older than those cof Seleucns; that ig to RELY, they 
would seem to belong 10 the time of Alexundor's Dvdian 
expedition (S20 4.) rather than to the time of the 











Indian expetlition of Selouens against Chandragupta (20 
sit). As Dr. Hoad has pointed out to me, tie alaoies wf 
any tithe on the outs of Ropliytes certainly suppurts this 
view. If Sophytes had pogsessel snflicient indepondence 
to strike hin dwn ) contle, lie would probably 1 BAYS hadi rid 
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scruple in taking the title of king, Tho simple 
2Qnv7oOr of his coine is in accordance with the older 
practiow of the Miesionian kings; ¢y, ®IAINnoy, 
AAESANAPOY, ete ‘The tith) BAZIAEQE ja oompara- 
tively rare on the ooins of Alexander the Greut: while it 
‘ds rarely absent from those of Beloncus, and never fram the 
clus (type: helmeted head) which we are discussing, 

The theory that the coins of Sophytes are indebted for 
their obverse type to thee af Seleucns is, thorefors, 
improbable, Lf the two are connected at all, wo must 
anppose either that Selonens Wortyweil from Soplhytes, 
in which ease we ehonlil le justified in attributing this 
typ to the period of his Indian expedition (di p.c), or 
tht buith eoinages were derived from the same seurce— 
the Indian modifications of the Athenian types. In either 
ome the evidence of tho Imrbarons tmiitations of the comes 
of Antioghns, which unodonbtedly points to an Eastern. 
ona for this particular type of Seleucne, would reveive 
some slp part. 

Little tomaing to be said doncerning the other 
specimens, illustrated in the plate, nos, 1-26, The latest 
of the Selevejd coins no. 1), is ad draechm of Demetrius [, 
Soter (ive. 162-150). ‘The Bactrian coins cannot, unfer- 
tunately, be dated with the same precixion; but if may 
wifely be sail that none of them can be later than 150 
nC, It is interesting to note that in thie find’ there 
loes nit ooour w single eoin of Tlelineles, the siceesscr 
of Eucratiqes, whose coins are imitated more froquently 
than those of any other Bactrian prince by the barbarian 
invaders of the North (ce, sup, p, 222).

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THE COINAGE OF RICHARD IL 
(Se Bates SVIIL-AIX) 


Tum reign of Richard TL. althongh of iwenty-two years 
duration, wis marked by very few important variations in 
the coinage, and probably no pertod of equal length, up 
to the time of Henry VITL., can show #0 fow changes 
of marked nomiamatiy interest. At the same time, I 
believe that the ooinage of his reign will repay a more 
careful study than perhaps it hs recoived hitherto. 
Although no altemtion in weight or type tool: place, it ix 
ly examination anil somparizon. possible, I believe, to 
arrange in a yeneral way, and with n fair amount of 
certainty, the sequence of the various issmes, and I pro- 
pose to attempt this after having given some little study 
to the mutter, [ have examined the coins in the National 
Collectiin, ail in that of Sir John Evans, by his kind 
permission, and [have myself devoted some attention. to 
the aequisition of hitherto onnoted varieties a8 oppor- 
tunity offered, 
The coins of Richard IT. are, with fow exceptions, rare, 
ring the Jongth of his reign, this appears at 
first sight somewhat tihaccountahle, soing that no 
diminintion in weight of the eurrent coin, as in other reisns, 
oovurrédl to cause the melting down of heayier ivues, ‘The 
real couse, however, appears to be that very little money 














‘was wctually eoined, probably owing to the Inege amount 


of money of Edward [EL which was still in cirenlation, 
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and also to the frequently Tecorded diffienlty in procuring 


bullion for the Mint, 

The Mint accounts given by Rnding show that very 
small amounts of ballion were coined at the Tower during 
this reign,and there is no record of any being coined at 
all until Richard's eleventh year, The accounts, however, 
us stated, are. probably somewhat incomplete, other inci- 
dental evidenve appearing to show that halfpence and 
farthings, at least, were coined early in hie reign in some 
quantity, together with a small amount of gold and 
silver of the mugee tomes nti

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Tt will be noted thut, with the exception of the first and 
Jnat amounts, tbe quantity of bullion brought to the int 
wgrecs wxactly with the amount recorded ty have been 
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oined, showing that few, if any. of the sccomts can le 
inissing from the eleventh to the twentisth year, while 
from the special turity of the coins, which, owing to 
‘pertain details of type correspomling with the latest ooins 
of Talwar TIT, are attributable to the early part of 
Richard's reign; it is unlikely that any missing accounts 
woulil show # larger proportionate amount of Iullion 
soined previons to the eleventh year. ‘There js also 
good reason for enpposing that the greater pert of any 
‘early coimages consistell of hulfpence and peer hut pia 


‘Th Richard's second year the Commons petitioned that 
“whereas they had been informed by the officars of the 
Mint, of the Tower of Lond, that from want af proper 
regulations, gold and silver wero pot bronght into ‘the 
realm, but, on the contrary, hod been anid still were 
exported,”? , 

The Commong farther potitioned “that it would plaian 
the King end Council to command that halfpennies and 
forthings should be mulein order to pay for smuller 
measures and other little purchases: for God and for 
works of Churity.” ‘This way promised to be done ay soon 
as the King could providle bullion for the purpose, 

Tn. 1380 the: Commons again represented the iret 
inconvenianee which they sustained from the want of 
hhalfpeunies and farihingy with which they were acens- 
tomed to purchase small quantities of bread and beer, bul 
which wore then wanting all over England, They there- 
fore petitioned that mich coins might be mato anil 
cirmlated amongst the common people, tu their erie 
relief: end thet «if every pounml weight coined there 
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should be mule thres-fiourthe af half pennies and farthings 
Of the same weight and fineness as heretofore: It wus 
Promised in answer that a certain quantity slionld be 
made for the use of the peuple with the advice of the 
Council. 

These petitions afford infereating testimony as. to the 
small amount of money oomed at the beginning of this 
reign, and the reason for hulfpennios forming 40 lire a 
proportion of it, Early halfpennies are, in fuct, hy far the 
eomminest London coins of Richard TT, anil ‘those of 
the ordinary type are notat all sere, although same 
exceptional unl later yarivties are an, Furthings may 





have been comed in some Quantities as promised to the 


petitioners, brit, owing to their smallness anil liability: to 
loss, and to being coins mnlikely to be -hoardeil, very fow 
have come down to us, uni they are very rare, All that 
1 have seew ary sither Known to be from the Thames, or 
appear from their oxidised condition to have been found 
there. It may he further noted thut the seatvity of half- 
Peres anil farthings at this period can be well understood 
from. timismatio. evidence, as the ootis of these de 
hominations, Of any bot the ensliest iasnes of Rdword TLL, 
aro rar, the farthings especinily so. 

Of the larger coins in silver thery are w few Hire rroate 
which, from Waving the peculiur & between ARGS and 
FRANGIG so identified with the latest. coinage of Edward 
Il. (seo FL XIX 1), may without dooht le attrititad 
to the earliest iaaye under Richard 1, I have not soot a 
half-croat or penny with this peculiarity. In gold thera 
are yery rare examples heving (his mark of the ourlies 
isso, usally either having » reverse of Edward ELL. with 
4 it the centre of the crnss, or with an A struck over the 
Another early variety of grout hun three pellets over

name that wemight expect ina heavy grout of Henry DV. 
The crescent, which was ono of the hadews nee by him, 
connects it with knowa examples of the heavy noble and 
qnurter-noble of this k king, occurring in the former case on 
the rulilor of the ahip and in the latter over the shield; 
wod Gt appears unlikely that he would have made use of. 
a badge that had been in any way iontified with jhis 
predeeesor, The bust dm thit groat fs uulike that on any 
othor groate of Richard IT, but, ettrioasly, it is leas like 
the light groats of Henry IV. than sume of those of 
ichwrl I. whieh I have described, A niticeublir. 
foature of the reverse is the nnoburred Nin London," in

After this general view of what T believe to be the 
correct soquence of the few London isanes diving the 
reign of Richard VW, 1 shonid like to refer to certain 
‘interesting special marka which are to be found on some 
af the gold coins, tore. particularly: on the nobles, 
They are, T believe, the real mint tiuirks, as the tmal 
cross pattee or otherwixe at the commencement of, and

XVIII 8), This is the one dubious 
instance of 4 possille meaning in the emblem. in the 
first year of Richard L1., Thomas Hervy, the king's clerk, 
was appointed keeper of the king's muney, to be coined 
at Loudon, The atms of the present family of Hervey, of 
which the Marquis of Bristol is the head, may be 
llescribod heraldically as goles,on a bend argent, thres 
trefoila “lipped, I have been unable to discover if the 
Thomas Herry, who ocenpied the position of Master of 
the London Mint in the first year of the reign of Richard 
IJ. was of tho same family, and bore the same arme, but 
there would appear to be some probability of this being the 
case, and that the slipped trefoil on the noble im question 
is a mint mark adapted from lis armorial bearings. if 
this is so it would make the coin of considerable interest“ 
1 know of two specimens only, anil this variety is hitherto 
nipublished, A slipped trefoil is also found above the 
shield oh w quarter-noble, and on the king’s breast on a 
linlfpenny. 

Another special niack which is found on a noble and 
quarter-noble, in the former case on the rudder of the 
ship, in the Intter above the shield, is an estallop hell, 
the meaning for whiok I am niable to muke anysuggestion. 
‘The only noble that [ have seen is in my own collection 
(aca PL XVIIL. 7). It is illustrated in Ruding, pl. ii. 4, 
ani is quoted from this by Kenyon. Tho quurter-noble 
is in the National Collection (see PL XVITI_ 10), Some 
York ‘pence of the Archiepiscopal Mint also huve an 
escallp-on the reverse after GIVITHS.

French dominions, this might be « distinctive mark to 
Wistinguish them. Ido not Jay much stress on this 


suggestion, but thore is one specimen known of an 


Aquitaine noble of the Black Prince. oxuctly resembling 
the English type of nobles, and several large hoards of 
English nobles have, I bulieve, been found in France, all 
tending to show thut such coins wore in circulation in the 
territories thon under the sway of the Kings of England. 

So fur I have only referred to the coins issued from 
the Tower Mint, lint the two ecclesiastical mints of 
Diitham and York, both of which were at work during this 
reign, require some noties, The Durham pence, whieh 
are Very rare, were altmont cortainly struck only quite early 
in Richurd’s reign. ‘They exnctly ‘resemble, excepting in 
tlie name of the king, the latest Durham pence of Edward 
IIT, ani, like them, have all a lis on the king's breast, 


(seo FL XIX. 11), Thoy wre, however, without the crozier 
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hewl terminating tho upper limb of the cross on the 
reverse, Which had so long been 6 apecinl feature of the 
Darham pence. J believe that all the Durham ¢oins of 


~ ‘Richard Tl. were struck by Bishop Hatfield, who died in 
May; 1981, after an episcopate of thirty-six yeara, during _ 
the earlier portion of which he appears to have cnined to 
os considerable extent; but diving tho latter years of 
Edward FEL his mint could not have been very wctivo, ns 
his coms of that period are very much rarer than his 
earlier ones, and previous to the diseovery of the Neville's 
Cross and Baloombe hoarils were extremely rire, Doubt- 
less hie mint nt Durham, already very inactive, did very 
little nfter the death of Baward IED, and after bis own 
death, abont foar years later, there would! appear to have 
Leen « complote cessation of work antil the latter part of 
the rein of Henry TV, A peculiarity of tho Durham 
pence of Richard IT, is that they all appear to have been 
strick froin the same dies on fans of silver with w rough 
sarface, which wonld seam, in conjanetion with thoir 
wrest rarity, ti indicate that all were struck at about the 
same time. Of the York pence from the Archiepiaropal 
Mint there aro many voricties, and, with the possible 
exception of the majority of the London halfpence, they 
ute the commonest coins of Hicherd UL. They are, 
however, rarely to be met with in anything like fine 
eondition, being usnally more or tess’ badly struck, mui 
much worn, ‘Those which from their cheturter are 
evidlently the ourliest, arc well executed, and doubtless 
struck from London-muide diex (see PL. XIX 10). They all 
have # quatrefoil or cross on the neck, andl in genoral 
This variety reads wsually RiQXRDVS RaX ANGLIG. 
althongh in the National Collection there i one reading 
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aneuia:F. Another variety which would seam to be the 


next in order, and to be also strnck from London-made: 


ilies, is of distinetly different charactar. The king's head 
aul fuco is larger, while the linip be lese bushy and «loser 
to the head, and the crown mther smaller, ‘These pence 
ustuilly real] RIGKAD REX ANGL'S FRAN, with a trefoil or 
possilily # crexa on the king's breast; and on the reverse 
there is an escallop after aivitas. ‘This: mark: is often 
imlistinct awl Linrred, and on most coins might be 
considered @ very uncertain object, bit occasionally it is 
very distinot, and 1 have an example on which it is 
perfeotly etrudk.

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be ono of those struck by Archbishop Serope (who waza 
‘devoted nillierent of Rinlird 11) after the king's 

rriagt to Isabella af Vulois, when, for reasons that I 
have previously given, Richard was desirous of not too 
openly asserting his elaims to tle throne of France. It 
is probable that all the wellexecnted York pence were 
struck by Archbishop Alexander Neville, who held the 
see fram 1374 to 1388, and that after his time the dies 
were made locally for hia anceessors, Owing perhaps, in 
some measure at least, to the troubled state of the times, 
which was most conducive to irregwlurities; hut, from the 
number of yatioties and absence of any groat rarity of any 
of them, it would appear that the comage of York penea 
was continned more regularly and abundantly than wes 
the case with the London Mint np to the close of this 





relgn. 

In conclusion, Tacknowlede with regret that, owing 
mainly to the small quantity of money ooined, it is moro 
diffioult with this than with some other reigns t6 trace a 
very actory sequence. of issues I think, however, 
ilat T lave Lares ‘able fo go further mito the snbject than 
has so far been done, although probably at some future 
time, and by the aid of further discoveries, more light may 
still be thrown upan it, 

At the end of thir paper E-give a complate list of all the 
different types ani readings, both published and nnpnb- 
lished, that I haya been able to find of the voins of this 
reign of every denomination, both in gold and silver, 
arranged approximately in what I believe to be their 
proper sequence; but I wonld adil that T have not thought 
it desirable ti unduly. lengthen the list by recording 
trivial or evidently merely accidental variations of 
positions of «tops, &c., doe prolably merely to the 
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arolessnces of the maker of the dies, T have, 
waver endlsavontted to note everything apparently 
intended to mark u special or 4 separate issue,

studied aé the University of Kiel, and from 1844 ti 1847 be 
travelled in Italy, devoting himeelf in « great meneure to 
the atudy of inscriptions, the remlt of = portion of his 
ytudiea being embodied in his Inscriptions in the Kingdom of 
Naples, which appeared in 1852, In 1854 his Roman [Mistory 
followed, amd in 1558, after sundry vicissitudes, he aoe 
sottied in Borlis, ‘Tho great work with which his anme fll 
always bo associated, the Corpus Inecnptionum Eomanavem, 
which now extends to twenty volumes, waa shortly afterwaril= 
begun, Te ie not, however, with his historical, nor yet with 
political work, that waa carried on with an équal amount

Th aectrdance with my former custom, T must now divert 
Your attention to the principal communications that have 
béed. nade during the post year to the Society or to the 
Nauiematic Chroyivte; which, av usual, extend over a wide 
fetch. 

In Greek numismaticn papers have heen fairly stmwrouy. 
Sir Henry Howorth, basing his remarks mainly on coing in 
_ the British Musoum, has expressed hic disagreament with Dr. 
Fmboof-Hlumer’s attritmbion of cértaln oulnw bo Babylon. 
These are of Marains, who was noniinatel by Alexander the 
Greut a8 Satrap of Babylon, which bear his name, and ander 
all tho vircumstunces pre regarded by Dr; Imboof-Blumor 
oe having been issnel at Babylon. Sic Hoary maintaina, oi 
the contrary, that the wins were atruck while Mazaziog wus 
Satrap of OCiliria an Syria, before he wad appointed! bt 
Bubylon, and that Bey: werd issued for the parpae of paying 
the Greek mercenaries. For thi opinion he produces what 
ippear to be coyent ressius, Certain douhledlarics, some 
of which have likewies heen attributed ta Marios an Satrap 
of Babylon, an: aleo discussed, sui the probability argued 
Of their having been @truck in Cilicia and Syria, and not 
int aay lott He goed om to dispute the attribution of dertain 
soins to Statenes, who was appointed Satrap of Babylon on 
the death of Masnios; but into the details of the points andor 
discussion this iz hardly the oeeamion to enter. ‘The question 
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is somewhat complicated ty the probahiiity of certain ovine 
niduced aa evidence beng forgeries: 1 can only avy that 
in considering the coins attributed tu Babylon and hee 
sitenps, thie weighty paper by Sir Henry Howorth will 
deserve the filles considertion. 

To Mr. Warwick Wroth we aro again indebted for one 
of hia interesting notices of the Greek coms acquired by the 
Pritish Museum. On this orceslon Ut relates bo the yenr

A. larye brass ooin of Julian Domna, struck at Onesargs 
Germanics, soems to repreamnt = part of an. armphitheater 
with spectators, poesibly of the Imperial family, lacking from 
it. In front of the building ie an obelisk. A coin of 
Tranyuillina «trek lt Tralles in Lycia seams to ropresent 
@ scene Fron) the Nuptials of [o, while one of Auoyra shows

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Mr. (iecrge Mactonald, who has done «0 much to add 
valueto the Hunter Collection of Coins at Glasgow, bas giten 
is ah Interesting esety on numeral lotters:on Imperial eoine 
af Syria. In it he bos shown that the custom of placing 
date lutters wpan the coins was introduced at Antioch uuler 
Domitian, and that:ib did not finally dio out until the ign 
of Caraealla, Hoe-also shows that these numeral letters wonder 
any ciremmeétances do sot go beyond thirteen, and that it 
is therefore extremely proiable that thoy relate tu a mnnthly 
series of notation, ‘This minute determination of mint-marks 
at the various Syrian mints is at the aame time interesting 
mM!) important. 

Mr. Neville Lanyton bas favdirdd ua with notes on aome 
Phivcian obila Those described formed part of s hour 
recently discovered in Central Greoce, and belong-te a jorit 
lenweon OO and 4S mc. The uanal obverse type isa bulls 
hewl, faeiew, and that of the reverse the fore-part of a boar, 
Fru the letters appearing upon then, seme of the coins 
weem to have been struck at Lilacs, the source of the giver 
Cophisua, a town mentioned by Homer, The Paper is 
mcholarly, and of «class that does oredit to British numismatios.

To all to wham 
tit presents shill come, Greeting : 


Whereas Our trnsty and well beloved Sir John Evans, 
-Runight Commander of Our Most Honourable Orilor of the 
Bath; Sir Henry Hoyle Howorth, Knight Commander of 
Our Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire; Sir

1, Byary Canilidate for admission into the Society as. a 
Fellow must be proposed hy three or more Fellows, who

The certificate shall be in tho form given in the 
Appendix (No; 1), and shall-set forth the names, rank or 
profession, ba any, and place of residence of the Candidate, 

The Proposer whose name stands first on the cartificate 
must have personal knowledge of the Candidate and must 
certify to that effet.
